DYE IMPORTS UNDER EMBARGO 
EXCEPT UNDER LICENSE — THE 
UNITED STATES HAS TALKED OF 
SUCH ACTION FOR MONTHS—WHY 


NOT ACT NOW? 








“We—the British dye industry—must not be at 
the mercy of the Germans in the future,” declares 
Lord Moulton, director of Explosives Supply of 
Great Britain—and so as a means to this end the 
Trade and Licensing Committee of the United 
Kingdom has re-established the embargo upon 
American dyestuff imports that the British textile dye 
industries shall be “‘not only utterly independent of 
any foreign supplies, but shall take the position they 
ought to take as the highest in quality and the low- 
est in price of all the world.” 

The temporary suspension of the embargo upon 
Swiss and American dyes, inaugurated because 
Great Britain needed at the moment American 
leather, shoes and other supplies, has been converted 
into an embargo wall on the products of the dye 
laboratories of the United States, effective April 14. 

The original attempt to close the consuming mar- 
kets of the United Kingdom to American dyestuffs 
took the form of a proclamation by the King, under 
date of February 24, 1919, in which the importa- 
tion, except under license of the British Board of 
Trade, was forbidden of 

“All derivatives of coal tar generally known 
as intermediate products capable of being used 
or adapted for use as dyestuffs or of being mod- 
ied or further manufactured into dyestuffs. 

“All direct cotton colors, all union colors, 
all acid wool colors, all chrome and mordant 
colors, all alizarine colors, all basic colors, all 
sulphide colors, all vat colors, including syn- 
thetic indigo, all oil spirit and wax colors, all 
lake colors, and any other synthetic colors, 
lakes, stains, color acids, color bases, color 
lakes, leuco acids, leuco bases, whether in 
paste, powder, solution or any other form.” 

This is the order that has been reimposed in de- 
lal and in its sweeping completeness after an interim 
fom February 27 to April 14, to the end that 
Brith Dyestuffs, Ltd., the government-subsidized 
dye monopoly of Great Britain, may take ‘‘advan- 
lage of the present atmosphere of industrial chemis- 
ty, which has been rendered more healthful”—for 
British Dyes, Ltd.—‘“‘through the German defeat.” 
f the scope of the new embargo order as above sum- 
marized is to be taken as a criterion, there is nothing 
Gloric about the atmosphere of the British dye in- 
dustry—if anything, it is frankly cold-blooded.

adoption of a system of import licenses under which 
no dyes or intermediates shall be admitted into the 
United States unless such products shall not be man- 
ufactured here in commercial quantities. Briefly, 
that is just what the new embargo order of Great 
Britain means. 

Both nations would avert dumping of Ger- 
man-made products, accumulated during the 
years of war, with demoralizing effect upon 
domestic markets. 

Both nations would place their war-created 
dye industries upon a permanent basis through 
the development not alone of production, but 
of markets in all quarters of the world. 

Both nations would—to the end that do- 
mestic consumers in textile and allied indus- 
tries should be completely supplied in all thei: 
requirements—permit the importation of dyes 
and bases under license when such commodi- 
ties are not manufactured by domestic pro- 
ducers. 

The parallel might be carried still further, but 
there is this important distinction—Great Britain has 
acted—the United States is still discussing a means 
to effect the same end, with a tariff wall or an im- 
port licensing system the two principal solutions of- 
fered. The leading dye organizations and the 
leading organizations of dye consumers in the United 
States, however, are pronouncedly in favor of the 
import licensing system as the fairest, the most flex- 
ible, and withal, the most promising of any solution 
yet offered. 

It is no small handicap that has to be overcome 
by the United States and by its erstwhile military 
ally. In Germany the capital invested in dyestuff 
production is approximately $250,000,000; in 
Great Britain the invested capital is $25,000,000— 
although the government stands back of the industry 
to lend financial aid should it be necessary. Ameri- 
ican capital invested in the dyestuff industry approx- 
imates $175,000,000, an increase of about 4,500 
per cent. since 1914, the first war year. 

The time for procrastination and for discussion 
has passed—it is time that the dye import license 
plan should pass from the category of possibilities 
into Federal regulation actuality. German dumping 











can be averted under the present tariff act of 1913, 
under the dyestuff tariff act of 1916, and under the 
amendment to the dyestuff tariff recommended by 
the U. S. Tariff Commission. There is, however, 
no necessity for awaiting the motions of a Congress 
which will devote its attention for its opening weeks 
to the League of Nations and the peace treaties, and 
incidentally to partisan politics. 

There can be no politics in carrying over, at least 
temporarily, an import licensing system which proved 
thoroughly efficacious in time of war and which, in 
the consensus of every branch of the dye industry of 
the United States, cannot but prove equally effica- 
cious as a preventive of commercial privateering. 
And such privateering must follow, either on the 
part of Germany—which is at a decided disadvan- 
tage—or by Great Britain, which has erected an 
ironclad protective system without reference to tariff, 
with the dye markets of the world as the scene of 
the bloodless battle “‘to gain the position” they hope 
to “‘take as the highest in quality and the lowest in 
price in all the world.”

Conservation was the great slogan of the war- 
time period—which, like all periods, brought many 
things to a full stop.

Now the situation has changed, the channels of 
both domestic and export consumption movement 
have been swept of embargo barriers—and for the 
first time in four years American goods of every 
description are moving again into world markets. 
The war-time products which were manufactured to 
an extent many times in excess of normal consump- 
tion demand are the only items in the entire list for 
which there is little or no demand today, but with 
the government agreement to let go its over-supply 
through regular channels and without slashing prices 
this bugbear of “‘dumping” has been sent to limbo 
with the U-boat menace. 

Conservation served its purpose—construction 
must take its place. It will cost money, decrease 
normal profits, increase normal expenses to recon- 
struct the industries of the United States and place 
them on a peace basis. But this is being done; ex- 
port business is gaining steadily, new markets are 
being developed, processes perfected for war pro- 
duction are being converted into peace assets. 

The “‘con’”’ has been taken out of conservation 
and affixed to con-struction and to con-version.

War Minerals Commission for Relief 
of Producers Holds First Hearing 
For Claimants. 


Washington, April 18, 1919. 


The War Minerals Commission, with 
offices in the Interior Department, for the 
relief of producers of chrome, manganese, 
pyrites and tungsten to meet the govern- 
ment’s war needs, held its first hearing 
this week. A number of other interested 
claimants were present, some represented 
by attorneys, so as to “get a line” on the 
method of procedure of the commission 
and the line of inquiry that would be 
opened up. 

The hearing was granted to the Ches- 
tatee Pyrites and Chemical Company, N. 
T. and George L. Pratt, of Atlanta, Ga. 
They argued for a quick payment of 
$914,000. No conclusions were announced 
by the commission. The claimants were 
allowed to present any testimony they 
wished to fortify their claims. They are 
to have another hearing on May 5 at 10 
a. m. 

To date more than 170 claims have 
been filed, which total more than $3,500,- 
000. They came from all parts of the 
United States, and are for production of 
all the minerals named under the act— 
chrome, tungsten, pyrites and manganese.

50 August, 200 September, 300 October, 
500 November and 350 December; soluble 
gaccharin, 150 pounds, January, 300 Au- 
gust, 150 October and 150 November. 
These made a total of 2,100 pounds of 
insoluble material delivered and of 750 
soluble, or a grand total of 2,850 pounds 
of both, making a balance of 3,150 pounds 
which it is alleged were not delivered ac- 

ng to contract.

Drawback Allowed on Certain Flavor- 
ing Extracts and Toilet Medici- 


nal Preparations. 
Washington, April 18, 1919. 

The Treasury Department has made a 
number of important rulings relative to 
commodities in the Reporter trade recent- 
ly, among them being decisions allowing 
certain drawbacks issued between March 
31 and April 5, and bearing the signature 
of Assistant Secretary L. S. Rowe. 

In regard to flavoring extracts under 
T. D. 37,8238-A of November 27, 1918, 
providing for drawback on flavoring ex- 
tracts manufactured by the F. B. Cham- 
berlain Co., of St. Louis, Mo., with the 
use of domestic tax-paid alcohol, amended 
to provide that the allowance in the case 
of lemon extract may equal, but shall 
not exceed, the quantity of domestic tax- 
paid alcohol in the manufacture of the 
exported lemon extract, as shown by the 
abstract from the manufacturing record. 
Such manufacturing record shall show, as 
to each batch of lemon extract manufac- 
tured for exportation with benefit of 
drawback, the batch number and date 
of manufacture thereof, the quantity and 
identity of domestic tax-paid alcohol used, 
and the quantity of lemon extract ob- 
tained. 

Regarding flavoring extracts manufac- 
tured by the Nectola Food Products Com- 
pany, of New York, N. Y., with the use 
of domestic tax-paid alcohol, the ruling 
was that a manufacturing record shall be 
kept in the manner described in the sworn 
statement of the manufactures, dated 
March 19, 1919, showing, in the case of 
each lot of flavoring extract manufactured 
for exportation with benefit of drawback, 
the lot number and date of manufacture 
thereof, the quantity and identity of 
domestic tax-paid alcohol used, the quan- 
tity of other material used, the quantity 
and kind of flavoring extract produced 
and the number and size of containers in 
which packed. A sworn abstract from 
such manufacturing record shall be filed 
with the drawback entry. The allowance 
shall not exceed the quantity of domestic 
tax-paid alcohol used in the manufac- 
ture of the exported flavoring extracts, as 
shown by the abstract from the manufac- 
turning record. Rate effective on and 
after February 21, 1919. 

Relative to toilet preparations, per- 
fume and toilet water manufactured by 
McKesson & Robbins, Inc., of New York, 
with the use of domeytic tax-paid alcohol, 
it was ruled that the allowance shall not 
exceed the quantity of domestic tax-paid 
alcohol used and appearing in the ex- 
ported perfumery and toilet waters, as 
shown in the sworn statement of the man- 
ufacturers, dated March 21, 1919. Sup- 
plemental sworn schedules may be filed 
covering additional brands of perfumery 
and toilet waters, or additional sizes of 
containers, and upon verification of such 
schedules drawback may be allowed on 
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the articles manufactured and packed in 
accordance therewith. The rate is made 
effective on and after January 30, 1919. 

The ruling relative to medicinal prepa- 
rations (narcotics) was as follows:—T. 
D. 35907 of November 27, 1915, as extend- 
ed by T. D. 37696-B of June 26, 1918, 
providing for the payment of drawback 
on opium products manufactured by 
McKesson & Robbins, Inc., of New York, 
N. Y., from products of a previous period 
of manufacture, extended to provide for 
drawback on such products when manu- 
factured from imported morphine or co- 
deine alkaloids and salts of the same. 
Extension effective on and after Febru- 
ary 27, 1919. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
Daniel C. Roper, has issued Treasury De- 
cisions 2819 and 2820, under date of April 
10, 1919, giving new formulas for special 
denaturation of alcohol to be used in the 
manufacture of tooth pastes (T. D. 2819), 
and for a special denaturation of alcohol 
for use in the manufacture of transparent 
soap (T. D. 2820). These Treasury de- 
cisions are of importance to manufac- 
ae of these articles, and are given in 
ull :— 

“The following formula, designated as 
No. 31, has been approved for the special 
denaturation of alcohol to be used in the 
manufacture of tooth pastes only :—To 
each 100 gallons of ethyl alcohol there 
shall be added 100 pounds of soap and 100 
pounds of glycerine. 

“Before alcohol denatured according to 
this formula will be permitted to be used 
by a bonded manufacturer, samples of the 
finished product, together with the for- 
mula of ingredients, labels, advertising 
matter, etc., must be furnished. This data 
shall be accompanied by a full description 
of the process of manufacture, and a blue 
print or pencil drawing showing the loca- 
tion of the room in which the denatured 
alcohol is to be used.”

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POTASH PRODUCERS 
OF U. S. ORGANIZE 


New Body Formed to Protect 
War-Born Industry—Power- 
ful Emissary En Route 


to Paris. 
Washington, April 18, 1919. 

The American potash industry, which 
achieved wonderful production during the 
war to meet the emergency when the 
German source of supply was cut off, has 
formed an association to urge upon Con- 
gress protection of the war-born industry 
until it can meet German and other for- 
eign competition. 

An emissary has been sent to Europe 
to appeal for President Wilson's support, 
and this agent is one of the men most 
powerful to reach the President and win 
his aid. ‘The industry claims that it al- 
ready has the active backing of Secre- 
taries Houston and Lane, and is confident 
that it will have the President’s co-opera- 
tion also. 

The association was formed at a meet- 
ing in Denver last week, and the diplo- 
matic representative, to press the case 
of the home industry upon President Wil- 
son, has already sailed for Europe. This 
National Potash Association is already 
preparing its case for Congress. 

Senator Henderson is ready to rein- 
troduce his minerals bill, which won 
favorable report from the Committee on 
Mines and Mining in the last Congress, 
just as soon as Congress assembles. 
Senators from the Western States and 
those particularly in which there is big 
potash production and other mining in- 
terests, are co-operating to secure the 
passage of the Henderson bill as soon 
us possible. 

Senator Hitcheock is urging partic- 
ularly the claims of the Nebraska pro- 
ducers. He has prepared a brief in their 
behalf setting forth that their production 
in 1918 and early 1919 was about sv per 
cent. of the American production, and 
that this took care of about 60 per cent. 
of the country’s normal needs, which are 
about 550,000 tons. 

The Nebraska interests claim that with 
proper governmental regulation and en- 
couragement the State of Nebraska could 
put out 80 per cent. of the country’s nor- 
mal needs. The Nebraska industry gets 
‘tthe potassium salts from the natural 
brines of the Sand Hill lakes. 

Senator Hitchcock is going to urge 
upon Congress that the potash industry 
should be put under government regula- 
tions, controlling the production, price- 
fixing and distribution, and giving the 
Interior Department a right to limit im- 
portations of potash. The entire industry 
and a large representation in Congress 
are solidly behind the Henderson bill. 

Senator Hitchcock, who has been in 
constant communication with Bernard 
M. Baruch, who has gone to the peace 
conference to advise the President on 
all matters of raw materials, and espe- 
cially regarding the potash situation, is 
assured by Mr. Baruch that this will be 
the most effective way to get protection 
for the domestic industry. 

Among those who are co-operating 
with Senators Henderson and Hitchcock 
are Senators Thomas, of Colorado; Ken- 
drick, Pittman, Warren and Phelan and 
Johnson, of California, the latter two be- 
ing interested particularly on account of 
the Searle's Lake production. 

These members point out that the Ger- 
man and Alsace-Lorraine product is got- 
ten from the mines by a much less ex- 
pensive process, so that German potash 
can be laid down in New York at one- 
third to one-fourth as cheap as the do- 
mestic potash. To offset this they quote 
officials of the Bureau of Mines and ex- 
perts employed in the industry by private 
capital as saying that if the government 
will carry the industry along for about 
a year it will be possible to cheapen the 
cost of production and that then domestic 
potash can compete successfully with 
German or Alsatian potash. 

The industry has been aroused by two 
threatening dangers :— 

First, it appeared that the Alsace-Lor- 
raine mines would be able to send big 
quantities at once to this country. It 
since has been authoritatively stated that 
France will need all the potash these 
mines can possibly produce during the 
next year, and probably for two years. 

Second, Germany has been negotiating 
to swap potash for food. Cable dis- 
patches have assured Senator Hitchcock 
that the Food Commission has agreed to 
take potash in part payment for food. 
These cables have been received through 
the State Department, Senator Hitch- 
cock’s office says. This German potash, 
however, will not be delivered here at the 
ruinous price that was feared. It is 
stated that when it is laid down in New 
York the cost will be pretty nearly even 
with that of the domestic potash. ; 

The reports that 5,000 tons of this 
German potash have already been loaded 
into ships and started for this country 
have not thus far been confirmed. 

The latest authoritative reports were 
that 100,000 tons of potash, principally of 
Nebraska production, are stored up in 
warehouses in the United States, owing 
to the fact that the commercial fertilizer 
manufacturers have been waiting for 
lower prices.. The fertilizer people have 
felt that they should have as cheap pot- 
ash as they could get, and they have 
been encouraged in this by the disposition 
of the farmers, so when sounded out 
seemed to have little scruples about ac- 
cepting German goods. That same spirit 
seems to have encouraged the government 
officials to permit shipment of German 
potash.

Alien Property Custodian Garvan Will Give All 
Possible Support to American Industry. 


Washington, April 18, 1919. 


American dye manufacturers and the 
textile industry behind the dye industry 
are warned that Great Britain is going to 
take a lesson from Germany and develop 
the manufacture of dyes and colors on 
a tremendous, inter-related scale which 
will give domestic independence and a 
considerable portion of foreign trade. Ad- 
vices on this subject have come through 
official channels, and the Custodian of 
Alien Property is being kept fully vad- 
vised. It is known that Francis P. Gar- 
van, the new custodian of alien property, 
is heart and-soul determined to give the 
American dye industry the utmost gov- 
ernmental support in its development to 
such a stage that it will be for all times 
free from German domination and able 
to command a major portion of world 
trade. Special safeguards will be erected 
to prevent wholesale importation of Ger- 
man chemicals and dyestuffs. s 

Official advices continue to be received 
which show that there will be a strong 
fight not only from Germany, but from 
England, France, Switzerland and Japan, 
‘as well, to control the dye trade of the 
world. Government officials realize now 
even more than during the war that this 
industry must have Federal Government 
protection and assistance. In addition to 
the 4,500 dye patents sold by the Cus- 
todian of Alien Property to_ the Chemical 
Foundation to be used under license by 
all 100 per cent. American manufacturers, 
there is being worked out a proposal to 
turn over to the Chemical Foundation 
also the formulas and processes and in- 
ventions developed by government chem- 
ists in the experimental color laboratory 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, United States 
Department of Agriculture, at Arlington 
Farm. 

Great Britain’s ambition to develop an 
extensive dye industry was discussed only 
the other day in London at a conference 
of the Society of Dyers and Colorists. It 
was then pointed out that Germany’s dye 
industry was a most powerful agency in 
prolonging the war and that England 
must develop a similarly monstrous in- 
dustry with standard associated plants. 


Lord Moulton, one of the leading law- 
yers in England, who before the war was 
the English counsel for important Ger- 
man dye industries, and who therefore 
has intimate acquaintance with the situ- 
ation, especially as he has given impor- 
tant war service as director of explosives 
supplies, is one of the government offi- 
cials who is behind the plan of nation- 
alistic dye industry development. 


In his capacity as director of explosives 
he sent a commission to visit the great 
German chemical factories in the occu- 
pied zones along the Rhine. He has re- 
ceived the report of this commission and 
discussed with them what they saw, 
and in turn summarized their report for 
the Society of Dyers and Colorists. He 
said the picture of conditions filled him 
with dismay. He was told these chem- 


British Prohibit Importation 
of American Dyestuffs. 


Revocation of British general 
license for dyestuffs is announced 
in a cablegram from _  Consul- 
yeneral Robert P. Skinner, in 
London, as follows :— 

“The Trade and 
Committee appointed to admin- 
ister the prohibition against the 
importation of dyestuffs has given 
notice that from April 14 the gen- 
eral license which was granted on 
February 27 to permit the impor- 
tation of products of bona fide 
American, French, or Swiss origin 
will be revoked. All consign- 
ments en route from place of 
origin to the United Kingdom on a 
through bill of lading on April 9 
will be admitted without special 
license, but in all other cases a 
special permit from the Trade and 
Licensing Sub-committee will be 
required prior to the purchase 
abroad of dyestuffs or other prod- 
ucts covered by the proclamation.

more war material, and the 
period of the war would have been a 
trifle compared with what ‘it has been. 
The consequence was that it was abso- 
lutely necessary _ that England should 
have a large and flourishing dye industry, 
and for the utilization of those dyes. It 
was through the work of dyers that the 
textile industries were freed from foreign 
control,” he said. “It was idle to think 
that the mere production of those dyes 
would make England safe,” he pointed 
out, “if we want to back our textile in- 
dustry, if we want to prevent Germany 
from carrying on the prosperity which 
our lack of enterprise and lack of com- 
petition had permitted them to have, we 
must certainly not be at their mercy in 
future years.’ Lord Moulton told the 
dyers and colorists. ‘‘We could only es- 
tablish those industries,” he cautioned, if 
dvers took to heart this lesson and if they 
by their skill and mastery of the great 
color industry, made our textile indus 
tries in the point of dyeing, which is 
vital to them, not only utterly independent 
of any foreign supplies, but to take the 
position they ought to take as the high- 
est in quality and the lowest in price of 
all the world.”

pared to make a fight to regain the 
prominent place it took in 1916, with a 
record of $3,893,200 in exports. Vice- 
Consul Edward B. Cipriani, at Port 
Antonio, reports as follows :— 
“Logwood exports, which were very 


large in 1916, decreased more than half 
in quantity during 1917, while the value 
decreased to about one-third. Logwood 
extracts, however, have been in great de- 
mand and have maintained the value of 
logwood and its products at the total of 
$2.627,910 as against the record of $3,- 
893,200 for 1916, when logwood reached 
the highest mark of its commercial pros- 
perity due to war conditions. : 

“The orange oil industry has thrived 
wonderfully — since the war, exports 
amounting to $79,703 in 1914, $141,000 in 
1916, and $226,382 in 1917. This_indus- 
try dates from 1908, when the Sicilian 
earthquake gave Jamaica an opportunity 
to introduce its oil, which is now well 
known in the world markets. About 2,000 
oranges yield two pounds of oil. The cul- 
tivation of the castor bean has proved 
quite successful. growing readily under 
local conditions.” 


“Must Not Look for Mercy 
from Germans,” Declares 


Lord Moulton. 


London, March 27, 1919. 
Speaking at the annual dinner of the 
Society of Dvers and Colorists at  Brad- 
ford, Lord Moulton said that in his ca- 


pacity as Director of Explosives Supply, 
he had to nominate a commission to go 
out to see the great chemical factories of 
Germany which were situated in the oc- 
cupied zones along the Rhine, and when 
the members came back he got their re- 
ports, and, what was much better, he 
discussed with them what they had seen; 
and he had a picture which filled him 
with dismay. He was told that those 
chemical factories had been working dur- 
ing the war solely for the purpose of the 
war.

dependent of any foreign supplies, but to 
take the position they ought to take as the 
highest in quality and the lowest in price of 
all the world. 

Cc. F. Cross, F. R. S., president of the 
society, who was in the chair, presented 
the society’s Perkin Medal to M. Ray- 
mond Vidal, an ardent organic chemist, 
who said that in order to suppress the 


truth, chemical literature in the hands of 
the Germans was tampered with, and by 
intrigues of various kinds they claimed 
as invention what were the nutural de- 
velopments of his discovery. 

Now that today the atmosphere of industrial 
chemistry has been rendered more healthy 
through the German defeat, [I desire to em- 
phasize that I am in a position to prove by 
actual manufacture that the German infringe- 
ments that have been carried on for some 
twenty-five years have not carried my inven- 
tion as much further as one might have ex- 
pected, and I should like to protest against 
the German origin often claimed for some of 
them, to the depreciation not only of myself, 
but also of the eminent French chemist, Rous- 
sin. It is, 1 fear, not generally recognized 
that, besides the oranges and the alizarin 
black, Roussin invented the great majority of 
the azo dyes known, particulary! Congo and 
paranitraniline red. I should like, therefore, 
to take this opportunity fo publicly recording 
my indebtedness to Roussin, all the more so 
as the value and immense merits of his 
achievements were never recognized during his 
lifetime 


British Chemical Men Protest Em- 


bargo as ‘‘Unfair’’ and “‘Irritating 
to United States.”’ 





Washington, April 18, 1919. 
The English policy of restricting im- 
ports from America has been protested 


against by a number of chemical manu- 
facturers of that country, according to 
word received here. 

One English chemical manufacturer 
said, “The policy of restricting imports 
from America seems to be very injuri- 
ous, and, if not stopped, may lead to dis- 
astrous results. 

“The government may not have fore- 
seen the difficulties when the import re- 
strictions were imposed to meet the ne- 
cessities of war and the scarcity of ship- 
ping, but they should now be removed. 
If not, chemical manufacturers of this 
country will be at a serious disadvantage 
and may lose trade which it may be diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to recover.” 

He quotes a letter from an American 
manufacturer who had previously import- 
ed here commodities from the English- 
man, and who stated that American man- 
ufacturers feel very indignant about the 
prohibition placed by Great Britain and 
will not buy goods that come from Eng- 
land. 

_ The English manufacturer says further 
ee appears to us that it is not only bad 
business policy to keep on these embar- 
goes, but it is also a great pity to irri- 
tate our friendly allies in such a way.” 





Flavoring Manufacturers Fight Pro- 


posed Nebraska Law to Regulate 
Certain Soft Drink Con- 


ditions. 
Chicago, April 17, 1919. 

A fight which has been started by the 
National Manufacturers’ of Soda Water 
Flavors against a bill which has al- 
ready passed the Senate in Nebraska, and 
is now pending before the House of that 
State, may be of interest to those in 
the general chemical trades. Thomas FE. 
Lannen, secretary, has pointed out that 
under the proposed legislation every 
manufacturer of soda water flavors in 
Nebraska would be at the mercy of the 
Food, Drug, Dairy and Oil Commissioner. 
Although the present law prohibits the 
use of saccharine in soft drinks or soft 
drink Syrups or extracts, it is proposed, 
in the new legislation, to again prohibit 
it. The licensing feature, which is more 
particularly complained of, is contained 
in section 12, as follows :— 

“Each manufacturer or bottler of 
soda, mineral or carbonated water or 
other non-alcoholic beverage shall on or 
before July first of each year procure an 


annual license from the Food, Drug, 
Dairy and _ Oil Commissioner. The fee 
for such license shall be $5, and all 


licenses shall expire on June 30 of each 
year and shall not be transferable.” 


British Cuter Pisdinn Dyes in 
U. S. Unless Permit Is Ob- 


tained from Committee. 

The War Trade Board announce, for 
the information of exporters in the United 
States, that they have been informed that 
the general import license mentioned in 
W. T. B. R. 621, issued March 6, 1919, 
authorizing the importation into Great 
Britain of dyestuffs of bona fide French, 
American, or Swiss origin, has been re- 
voked as of date of April 14, 1919. 

All consignments en route from the 
place of origin to Great Britain on 
through bills of lading, issued on or be- 
fore April 9, 1919, will be admitted into 
Great Britain without special license, but 
in all other cases it will be necessary for 
British purchasers, prior to purchasing 
dyestuffs abroad, to obtain a permit for 
such purchase from the Trade and Li- 
censing Sub-Committee, whose address is 
Danlee Building, Spring Gardens, Man- 
chester, England. 

The British Government has removed 
all prohibitions upon the export of the fol- 


lowing chemicals, drugs, dyes, dyestuffs, 
and medicinal and pharmaceutical prep- 


arations—potassium bicarbonate and mix- 
tures of same, potassium chlorate and 
mixtures of same, potassium cyanide and 
mixtures of the same, potassium perchlor- 
ate, potassium prussiates and mixtures.

Insecticide and Fungicide Bill jn 
Tennessee Legislature Regarded 
as Confiscatory and Injurious. 


A bill, which has been introduced into 
the Tennessee Legislature as House Bill 
No. 1,031, by E. O. Luther, for the regu: 
lation of the registration, sale, inspection 
‘and analysis of insecticides and fungi- 
cides, etc., is regarded as injurious legis- 
lation by the Insecticide and Disinfectant 
Manufacturers’ Association, and prepara- 
tions are being made by the association 
to fight its adoption. It is asserted that 
the bill is different from any that has 
been enacted in other States, and is en: 
tirely out of line with the national law 
governing these commodities. 

Under section 1 of the bill producers ani 
sellers are required to register their ar- 
ticle with the materials used therein, thus 
virtually being compelled to divulge their 
formulae. Section 2 is so broad as to in 
clude under its terms the simplest kinds 
of insect powders. Other sections are 
open to severe criticism, it is asserted, 
But worst of all, from the standpoint of 
the manufacturer, is one wherein it is 
provided that the manufacturer who has 
“first registered and used the brand, 
name or trade-mark” shall be entitled to 
it. This is regarded as making all kinds 
of fraud and legal tangles possible.

Retail Dealers—When Liable as 
Wholesalers. 


The description ‘Wholesale Dealers” as 
those who sell in the original stamped pack- 
ages and of “Retail Dealers’? as those who 
Sell from such packages, involves the ques- 
tion as to whether or not a retail dealer is 
liable to payment of tax both as a whole- 
Sale and retail dealer. If a retail druggist 
fills a prescription covering a large quantity 
of narcotic drugs by furnishing an original 
stamped package of it or to accommodate 
another dealer he furnishes one or more 
riginal stamped packages upon receipt of 
a1 order form, he would be liable to tax as 
& wholesale dealer. A retail dealer, there- 
ore, may not sell original stamped packages 


unless he is also registered as a wholesale 


dealer. 


Manufacturers—When Liable as 


Dealers. 
every manufacturer, producer, or com- 
pounder, and in most instances an importer, 
will sell narcotic drugs either in or from the 
original stamped package. Some will make 
sales in both ways. A manufacturer is held 
not to incur liability either as a wholesale 


dealer or retail dealer on account of the sale 
of goods of his own production at the place 
of manufacture. On the other hand, a manu- 
facturer who has branches at which goods are 
kept and sales are made, would incur liability 
as a wholesale or retail dealer, or both, as 
the case may be, at each separate establish- 
ment. He would also incur liability as a 
dealer either at wholesale or retail, or both, 
at the place of production, if he sold the 
narcotic drugs and preparations manufactured 
by other persons at such place. 


Practitioners—When Liable as 
Dealers. 


A duly qualified practitioner who lawfully 
dispenses or administers narcotic drugs or 
preparations from an original stamped pack- 
age, to a bona fide patient upon whom he is in 
personal attendance in the course of his pro- 
fessional practice only, and strictly for legit- 
imate medical purposes, is liable to special 
tax at the rate of $3 per annum. 


A practitioner who dispenses narcotic drugs 
or preparations in or from original stamped 
packages out of the stock which he maintains 
in his office or residence to any person other 
than a bona fide patient as above described, 
is liable to special tax at the rate of $12 per 
annum, as wholesale dealer, or at the $6 rate 
as retail dealer, or both, as the case may be, 





and must keep proper records of such sales, 
including original order forms as wholesaler, 
or proper prescriptions as retailer. 

Likewise a physician who operates a drug 
store and fills narcotic prescriptions, includ- 
ing his own, is liable not only to special tax 
as a practitioner, but as a wholesale or re- 
tail dealer, or both, dependent upon whether 
or not he sells in or from original stamped 


packages. 


Institutions. 


Hospitals, colleges of pharmacy, welfare 
bureaus, dental clinics, and other such in- 
stitutions selling or dispensing narcotic drugs 
only to persons treated therein in the course 
of the lawful and legitimate practice of a 
recognized profession, are subject to tax at 
the rate of $3 per annum. Any such institu- 
tion furnishing a narcotic drug to a person not 
being treated therein is liable as a wholesale 
or retail dealer, or both, as the case may be, 
and subject to the rate of tax under those 
classes. 


No Stamps Required on Exempt Prep- 
arations and Remedies. 


Under the amended law bottles and other 
containers of exempt narcotic preparations 
and remedies will not have to be stamped, 


but the dealers are required to register in 
Class 5 and must keep a record of the name 
and quantity of the narcotic preparation or 
remedy purchased and sold, from whom pur- 
chased and to whom sold, and the date. 


Affixing of Stamps to Denote Payment 
of Tax on Narcotic Drugs and 
Preparations. 


The amended law requires that importers, 
manufacturers, producers, _and compounders, 
or those persons falling within Class 1, pay- 
ing an annual tax at the rate of $24, shall 
affix stamps denoting tax payment on nar- 
eotic drugs and preparations. A collector will, 
therefore, immediately upon receipt of this 
mimeograph letter communicate with every 
such person now registered in his district and 
inform him of the new provisions of the law 
making it necessary for each registrant in 
Class 1 to procure from the collector a supply 
of stamps, and to affix them to all bottles 
and containers of narcotic drugs and prep- 
arations leaving his place of business on and 
after the day next following the passage of 
the act. 


Affixing of Labels to Denote Possession 
of Narcotic Drugs and Preparations

Narcotic Drugs and Preparations. 


Section 1 of the amended narcotic law, as 
interpreted by this office, requires an impor ter, 
manufacturer, producer, or compounder to 
affix a stamp to every individual bottle, ee. 
package, or other container, so as to eared 
seal the stopper, covering, or wrapper thereof. 
The tax to be paid is 1 cent for each ounce 
and 1 cent for any fraction of an ounce in a 
package. It is necessary, therefore, for every 
importer, manufacturer, producer, or — 
pounder to affix a stamp, purchased rom : ¢ 
collector, to every individual bottle , — 
package, or other container of a merc c rug 
or preparation not specifically exempted under 
section 6 in his possession on February 25, 
1). , 

No matter how many times the beahed 
drug or preparation may have been tax-paic . 
if it is used in the further manufacture of an- 
other preparation, which, in its finished state, 
does not come within the exemptions of sec- 
tion 6, it is taxable every time a new product 
is manufactured. The tax of one cent for 
each ounce or for any fraction of an ounce 
in an individual container applies to the vol- 
ume of any narcotic preparation or remedy 
not specifically exempted, and not on the 
narcotic drug alone contained in the prepara- 


tion or remedy. 
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Registration. 


Application for registration or reregistration 
und special tax stamps will be made on form 
678, revised, a supply of which has been fur- 
nished to each collector. A supply of form 
713—inventory of narcotic drugs—has also been 
furnished collectors, and no collector will ac- 
cept forms 678 and 713 and issue the special 
tax receipt on form 1 special unless proper 
affidavit has been made to both forms. Every 
person who first engages in any of the activi- 
ties covered by the various classes after the 
passage of the act shall immediately apply for 
registration, and pay the proportionate part of 
the tax for the period ending June 30, 1919. 

Your attention is called to the fact that the 
revenue act of 1918 permits acknowledgments 
before two witnesses in lieu of an oath where 
the amount of specia Itax is $10 or less. 

Registration numbers issued under the old 
narcotic law may be reissued to persons apply- 
ing for reregistration under the amended law. 
Unused order forms in the possession of per- 
sons previously registered may be used under 
the provisions of the amended law, 

Upon return of forms 678 and 713, properly 
executed, collectors will issue form 1 special 
as and for a stamp until such time as stamps 





can be furnished. Form 1 special was pri- 
marily intended for use in connection with 
special taxes other than narcotic. The word- 


ing on the form, therefore, is not entirely con- 
sistent with the provisions of the amended 
narcotic law. For instance, sections 1001 and 
1002 of the revenue act of 1918 are not applica- 
ble to narcotic special taxes, especially that 
portion allowing as a credit the amount of tax 
previously paid under an old law. No author- 
ity exists for such credit under the narcotic 
law. Collectors, will, therefore, collect the 
full proportionate amount of tax from those 
persons registered on January 1 under the old 
law, and the proportionate amount of the new 
tax from a new registrant applying for regis- 
tration subsequent to February 25, 1919. 

The old form narcotic special tax stamp is 
not to be issued for any purpose except to 
denote payment by delinquents of taxes due 
prior to January 1, 1919. 

Persons applying for registration under the 
new narcotic law who disclose a liability to 
tax under the old law prior to February 25 
must pay the old rate of tax for the balance 
of the fiscal year, and in addition thereto the 
new rate of tax. 


Record of Untaxed Narcotics. 


Collectors should notify persons registered 
under all classes, and especially under class 
°, that the amended narcotic law requires a 
record to be kept of the name and address of 
persons to whom the exempt preparation or 
remedy is sold, exchanged or given away; the 
name and quantity of narcotic preparation or 
remedy sold, and the date upon which such 
preparation or remedy is purchased or sold, 
exchanged or given away. 


Extension of Period in Which No 
Penalties Will Be Asserted. 


Owing to the unavoidable 
form 678 and 713, and 
the requirements of the narcotic law as 
amended, collectors are directed not to assert 
penalties for failure to file return within the 
time required by law against persons applying 
for registration within thirty days from 


March 25. 
Central Index. 


At the expiration of the extended thirty- 
day time limit for reregistration (April 25, 
1919), each collector will forward to the com- 
missioner of internal revenue (Miscellaneous 
Division) a list giving the names and ad- 
dresses, Class or classes in which registered, 
and the registry numbers of all persons apply- 
ing for and granted registration in his dis- 
trict, in order that the central index of regis- 
trants kept in this office may be revised and 
corrected to date. Subsequent changes in the 
status of any registrant and information re- 
garding new registrants must be forwarded to 
this office promptly. 


Special Notice. 


The narcotic law, as amended, has been pre- 
pared in pamphlet form, and a supply is be- 
ing forwarded each collector. Upon receipt, 
collectors are directed to furnish a copy to 
each person registered under the narcotic law 
in their districts.

Narcotic Crude Imports Must Be 
Stamped Before Leaving 


Customs. 
Washington, April 18, 1919. 

The special Narcotic Committee, of 
which Representative Henry T. Rainey, of 
Illinois, is chairman, filed its report on 
Tuesday of this week with the Secretary 
of the Treasury, through the Deputy 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, B. C. 
Keith. This was the last important duty 
that Mr. Keith performed before leaving 
the government service after 19 years on 
the job. It is expected that the report 
will be made public in part next week. 

The work of drafting tentative special 
regulations covering the trade in narcot- 
ics and the collection of taxes thereon is 
being pushed by B. W. Andrews, who 
hopes to call representatives of all 
branches of the industry into conference 
to go over these proposed regulations be- 
fore they are finally printed. 

Decisions were reached during the week 
on two important phases of this work :— 
1—With regard to crude narcotics im- 
ported into this country, such as the im- 
portation of large quantities of coca 
leaves. The ruling is that all coca leaves 
and crude opium imported into this coun- 
try must be stamped with the internal 
revenue narcotics stamp before it is re- 
leased from the customs officials. 

2—That all manufactured narcotic 
drugs intended for exportation out of the 
United States must be stamped with in- 
ternal revenue narcotics stamps by the 
narcotics manufacturer in the same man- 
ner as the narcotics drugs intended for 
domestic consumption.

B. C. Keith, Deputy Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, who has been in that 
bureau for 19 years, and who worked his 
way up through the grades from a $900 
a year salary, has resigned to enter a 
partnership in New York and Washing- 
ton to give advice on matters connected 
with Federal taxation.

His successor has not yet been named, 
but it is expected that H. M. Gaylord, 
who has been assistant to Mr. Keith, will 
be appointed as soon as Daniel C. Roper, 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue, re- 
turns from a trip West. 
Mr. Keith started in the government 


Service as a clerk in the miscellaneous di- 
vision, and came up through the various 
grades until he was made chief of the 
division in 1908. For the last two years 
he has been Deputy Commissioner. 

He had charge of the enforcement of 
the oleomargarine law, and of the nar- 
cotic law. He is credited with having 
done a notable work in clearing up the 
oleomargarine business and in making the 
manufacturers and dealers see that hon- 
esty is the best policy ; incidentally he 
collected several millions of dollars for 
the government. He also had charge re- 
cently of the new sales tax on automo- 
biles and other merchandise. 

The teporter industries are particu- 
larly interested in this change in the Fed- 
eral Service, because Mr. Keith was di- 
rectly in charge of the miscellaneous di- 
vision, which includes narcotics, and of 
the divisions on distilled spirits, chemistry 


and other subjects in the Reporter indus- 
tries. 


Narcotic Ring Leader Arrested on 
Coast Following Activity in 


Chicago. 


Chicago, April 18, 1919, 

William H. Sage, chief of the narcotic 
division of intrnal revenue, promises 
another upheaval in the underworld 
among peddlers of opium and morphine 
following the arrest of a man named 
Johnson in San Francisco, in whose trunk 
was discovered $10,000 worth of morphine 
and opium. Johnson's arrest followed an 
investigation by Federal agents, who 
found a suit case containing 119 grains 
of morphine in the Northwestern Station 
here a few weeks ago. Although the 
owner escaped, sufficient clue was ob- 
tained to lead the agents to follow John- 
son to San Francisco. There he fell into 
a trap laid for him. 

From one Federal operative in Chi- 
cago it was learned that there is a ring 
of four prominent business men here who 
obtain narcotics from Canada and dis- 
trbute it to addicts. Johnson is believed 
to be one of the agents who gets the 
drugs to the coast, and has made several 
trips. Crude opium and morphine are 
shipped to Chicago by agents in Mon- 
treal and distributed by the combine of 
well-known business men. 


Narcotic Drug Central Commission 
Opens Office in New York City. 


The State Narcotic Drug Control Com- 
mission has opened an office in the De- 
partment of Health Building to examine 
into conditions responsible for drug addic- 
tion. George H. Whitney, a deputy of 
the commission and formerly a State Sen- 
ator, and a corps of assistants went over 
a mass of data collected since the De- 
partment of Health’s emergency clinic 
was installed last week to treat victims 
of the drug habit. As the commission is 
vested with quasi-judicial powers and po- 
lice authority, immediate action is ex- 
pected. 

Until an appropriation is made for the 
maintenance of the commission Dr. Royal 
S. Copeland, Health Commissioner, will 
supply an_ office and a corps of workers 
to assist Mr. Whitney. Confirmation by 
the State Senate of the appointment of 
Walter R. Herrick as head of the narcotic 
commission will aid the work here. 


British Have Submitted Opium Prob- 
lem to Peace Conference. 


London, April 18, 1919. 


Cecil B. Harmsworth, Under Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, told a ques- 
tioner in the House of Commons that the 
British Government had submitted a pro- 
posal to the Peace Conference that the 
countries represented there should com- 
bine to take steps to bring the Opium 
Treaty of 1912 into force and that a pro- 
vision should be made in the peace terms 
imposing on the enemy states the obliga- 
tion of ratifying the convention. 

The British Government had also sug- 
gested that the League of Nations should 
be entrusted with the duty of supervising 
and carrying out the terms of the conven- 
tion and also the traffic in opium and 
other noxious drugs. 





Herrick Nomination Reported 


Favorably by N. Y. Senate. 


Albany, April 18, 1919. 


The Senate Finance Committee Thurs- 
day reported favorably on the nomina- 
tion of Walter R. Herrick, a brother of 
D-Cady Herrick, for years democratic 
manager in Albany county, to be Com- 
missioner of the Habit Forming Drug 
Commission. It is anticipated that the 
entire commission will be turned out of 
office in a few days. 

Commissioner Herric]- is a lawyer res- 
ident in New York and has no special 
qualifications for the place beyond his 
affiliations with Tammany Hall and his 
distinguished brother’s position in the 
party in power beyond the fact that he 
is a former Senator. He will begin the 
transformation of the present Republican 
commission into a Democratic body at 
once, but is not expected to change the 
routine business of the commission for 
some time. 


Chemical and Acid Surplus Stocks of 
War Department Bring $18,101. 


Washington, April 18, 1919. 


The total value of chemicals and acids 
sold by the office of Director of Sales of 
the War Department, from March 29 to 
April 4, was $18,101.70. The total value 
of oils, greases, ete., sold during the same 
period was $44,942. The value of sus- 
pended contracts in the Ordnance De- 
partment as of April 12 amounts to near- 
ly $2,500,000,000.

The large cities have not yet resumed

When they do, it is be- 
lieved that the industry will enjoy a 
prosperity greater than at any previous 
time. 


Not only is there an improvement in 


the domestic outlook, but there is a 
constantly increasing export demand 
for paints and paint material. Follow- 


ing will be found detailed reports on

PIG LEAD AND SPELTER. 


PIG LEAD.—There continues to be a 
very dull market in pig lead. The re- 
cent reduction in the price, which 
put it back at the 5c. level, does not 
seem to have encouraged buying to 
any extent. The leading producers 
still hold to the price of 5c. New York 
apd 4.75c. East St. Louis, but some of 
the outsiders are said to be shading 
this price a little. However, even price 
shading does not seem to bring in buy- 
ers just now. 

SPELTER.—The spelter market is 
just as quiet as that for pig lead. The 
demand is light and routine in its 
character. Prime Western, New York 
delivery, 6.40c. a pound. East St. Louis 
prices are:—April and May,, 6.10c.; 
June, 6%4c.; July, 6.17%c.; August, 
6.20c., and September, 6.22%c. 


PIGMENTS. 


WHITE LEAD (Basic Carbonate).— 
The prices of lead pigments still hold. 
Consumers take it that the prices are 
based on pig lead at a higher level 
than it is selling at today, but pro- 
ducers say that it is always necessary 
to carry large stocks of raw material, 
and that for this reason pigment prices 
cannot be expected to closely follow 
the fluctuation in pig lead.

The 
price holds unchanged at 8% @8 ce. per 
pound, 

RED LEAD.—There has been no 
change in the situation in this market 
since our last report. If producers 
could see their way clear to reduce the 
price it might stimulate buying,as was 
the case in the lithopone and zine oxide 
markets, but prices remain unchanged 
and buyers hold back. Red lead, dry,

It now seems certain 
that it will be the middle of next 
month before the movement will be- 
come heavy enough to create the pos- 
sibility of the barrels becoming a 
weight on the market. The new sea- 
son has started, however, and a trad- 
ing level has been found. Not only 
this, but enough business has devel- 
oped to give a firm tone to the mar- 
ket, and to bring about an advance 
from the level at which trading was 
resumed. Some people who have been 
holding back waiting for a further de- 
cline in rosins have come in as buy- 
ers on the advance, which has been 
recorded this week, and there seems 
less disposition to anticipate a sharp 
decline than there has been for a long 
time past. The soap makers are buy- 
ing rosin again, after having been out 
of the market for a long time, and ex- 
porters who have been holding back 


since last fall are now placing their 
orders. Brazil has been a buyer of 
H this week, and this is practically 


the first buying Brazil has done since 
this sort of rosin was selling around 
$9 a barrel. Last fall, when rosin was 
at this price, Brazil bought quite free- 
ly, but refused to follow the advance, 


and has been offering around this 
price while the market was away 
above it, and doing nothing. Now, 
however, Brazil is buying again. The 


best of the export business just now 
comes from the United Kingdom. 
There has been no change in the 
price of turpentine this week, and it 
is still quoted in the local market at 
78 cents a gallon. The demand for 
domestic consumption is not active at 
this level, and here there is still a dis- 
position manifest to hold back for a 
lower price. It cannot be said, how- 
ever, that the price is stopping busi- 
ness, for some business is being done 
right along. Freight rates are still 
high, and if they come down, as it 
seems certain they must, there will be 
a decided improvement in the export 
demand. There is a decided scarcity of 
naval stores abroad, and France is 
not going to be able to export a nor- 
mal amount for some time to come. 
It is probable that by the time France 
is in shape to go after trade in this 


line Germany will again be in the 
market as a buyer. The Southern 
bulls still cling to their claims that 


this year’s yield is going to be little, 
if any, larger than that of last year. 


TURPENTINE. 


There have been a great many peo- 
ple who have been looking for a break 
in the price of turpentine for some 
ume, but the decline has not come yet. 
The New York quotation is still 78c. 
a gallon, and prices in the Southern 
centers hold steady. There have been 
very light sales reported at Savannah 
and Jacksonville this week, but there 
has been no particular weakness man- 
ifest, and stocks are not increasing to 
any extent. It is very evident that the 
season is quite as late as even the most 
bullish claimed that it would be, and 
as yet the new crop stuff is not a pres- 
sure on the market. There has been 
some export demand recently, and it is 
certain that exports this year will be 
large as compared with those of last 
year. During April, last year, the ex- 
ports of turpentine from the United 
States amounted to only 4,230 50-gal- 


lon casks. The total exports for the 
Season were only only 59,519 casks,

ROSIN. 

There has been a better demand for 
rosins this week than for a long time 
past. The result has been a sharp ad- 
vance in prices. The rosin market is 
one in which it is always easy to bring 
about fluctuations, and since our last 
report prices have advanced on all the 
grades. The low grades are 75 cents a 
barrel higher than they were a week 
ago. H shows the same advance, N is 
up $1.05 and window glass and water 
white $1. These prices indicate a very 
strong market when it is considered 
that a new crop season is just begin- 
ning, and that there has been no de- 
mand for rosin for months. The fact 
that the market has been so dull for 
such a long period is the real reason 
why it is as strong as it is today. There 
has been a disposition on the part of 
both exporters and domestic consumers 
to hold back for lower prices, and it 
seems as if many have held back until 
a time when they must buy, and this 
fact is forcing an advancing market. 
The fact that the new crop has been 
so late has been a strong card in the 
hands of the bulls, and they are claim- 
ing now that it will be another month 
before there will be a free movement of 
new crop rosin. Soap makers have en- 
tered the market again, and are buying 
N; and there is a good demand from 
Brazil for H. Dealers say that the buy- 
ing done by Brazil this week has been 
practically the first that country has 
bought since last Fall. The business 
done in the local market has been rather 
better than that reported in the South- 
ern centers, but since the ice was 
broken last week there has been some- 
thing doing every day in the Southern 
market, which has shown a very good 
undertone. Holders are very much en- 
couraged by the showing that the mar- 
ket has made this week, and they now 
say that there is no danger of rosin 
going back to the old level which a 
year ago was threatening to put the in- 
dustry out of business. It is certain 
that if the new crop can be marketed at 
the present level of values producers 
will have no reason to complain, even if 
it should cost more to produce the crop 
than ever before. The days of very 
cheap labor seem to be over, but even

There is a better demand for mixed 
ints, and the outlook seems more 


favorable than it has appeared for a 
long time. There is a tendency to 


hold prices firm, and some producers 
are announcing to the customers that 
there will be no change in prices until 
September unless there should some- 
thing happen that would make it 
necessary to advance prices. There 
has been a good deal of holding back 
orders because of the belief that there 
would be a reduction in prices, and 
as soon as the public becomes con- 
vinced that there is nothing to be 
gained by waiting there will be an 
improvement in the demand. There 
has been no decline in the price of 
oil or of colors upon which to base 
a general reduction in the price of 
mixed paints, and the cost of manu- 
facture is increasing rather than di- 
minishing. There seems to be reason 
for expecting that there will be any 
reduction of prices between now and 
fall, and if the public comes to be- 
lieve this the business will get the 
boom that it has been waiting for so 
long. The whole country has been 
neglecting its painting for some time, 
and there is a great deal of repaint- 
ing that should be done at this time. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


There is an improvement in the de- 
mand for most minor paint materials. 
In some lines there has been a de- 
cided improvement in the business. 
Take blanc fixe for instance. For a 
long time there was little demand for 
blanc fixe, and a sharp cut in the 
price failed to start any movement. 
For the last week or so, however, 
there has been a very active demand, 
and stocks that have been held for 
some time have been disposed of. 
The demand for barytes is not what 
producers would like to see, perhaps, 


but there is some improvement. As a 
rule prices hold steady and un- 
changed. 

SARYTES.—There has been little 


change in the barytes market this 
week, and a wire from St. Louis says 
that there is nothing new to report in 
the Missouri field. The Western pro- 
ducers are still asking $21.50 per ton, 
although Southern producers quote 
$21. These prices are at the mills, 
and do not include the cost of bags. 
There is some little improvement in 
the demand for barytes from the paint 
trade, but this business is still slow. 

BLANC FIXE.—There has been a 
very active market in blanc fixe this 
week. The best that has been seen 
for a long time. Some handlers say 
that they have about cleaned out 
Stocks that they had been carrying 
for a long time. The price of dry was 
reduced from 5%c. to 3%c. a pound 
some time ago, and, while at first no 
business seemed to result, the effect 
of the cut in price is finally being 
felt, and there is another illustration 
that the goods will move when con- 
Ssumers are satisfied that the price is 
right. There has been no change in 
the price because of the increase in 
the demand, and dry is still quoted at 
3%c. a pound, with pulp at $35@40 
a ton. 

CHALK.—There is little change in 
the situation here, although freight 
room from England is getting more 
Dlentiful. There will be no shortage 
from now on, but as yet stocks in im- 
porters’ hands have not accumulated 
80 that quotations can be made against 
Stocks on hand, 

‘ CASEIN.—There is a fair demand 
or casein, and although the demand 
from the paint trade has been dull 
there is some improvement noted. The 
movement of foreign casein in this 
direction has not been resumed in a 
aa to effect the market, and so far 
his year domestic casein has had the 
field to itself. The price holds around 
the 18c. level. 

- CHINA CLAY.—There has _ been 
thin’ improvement noted recently in 

8 market and there is quite a good 
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demand, especially for imported clay. 
There has been no particular change 
in the situation since our last report, 
and prices are nominally unchanged. 
Imported is quoted at $18@25 per ton 
and domestic at $15@20. 

PUTTY.—tThere is an improved de- 
mand for putty, and high-grade putty 
is very firm. There has been no change 
in prices since the slight reduction in 
the price of common putty that has 
been already mentioned. Commercial 
in five-pound tins is quoted at $4.65 
per 100 pounds and in one-pound tins 
at $6. In tubs commercial is quoted at 
$3 per 100 pounds. Pure in tubs is 
quoted at $4.50 and in linseed oil at 
$6.75. 

WHITING.—There has as yet been 
no change in the prices on whiting, but 
it is possible that an increased move- 
ment may have some effect on the 
market before long, as it is reported 
that it is becoming more easy to get 
freight room from England. However, 
while up to this time there has been 
an improvement in this regard in many 
lines, thus far it has not been found 
possible to secure space for chalk or 
whiting easily or cheaply. Commer- 
cial, in car lots, is quoted at $1.25; 
gilders’ bolted, $1.30@1.35; extra gild- 
ers’, $1.35@1.50; English cliffstone, 75c. 
@$2.27, and American paris whiting, 
$1.50@1.75. 


VARNISH GUMS. 


There continues to be a quiet mar- 
ket in varnish gums. As was stated 
in this column last week, men who 
have been in the business all their 
lives say that they never before saw 
a situation just like that of today. 
Consumers do not seem troubled about 
their future requirments, and are not 
ordering ahead, and, in the absence of 
orders from their customers, importers 
are not placing orders in the countries 
which produce the gum. Some day the 
market will have to wake up, but just 
at present it is a dull, waiting market, 
and there is little disposition to alter 
quotations.

There seems to be a good undertone 
to the market at the present level of 
prices, and the trade does not seem 
to expect any further declines in the 
near future.

WINDOW GLASS. 


There is a decided improvement 
noted in the demand for window glass, 
and the days of greatest dullness are 
undoubtedly over. The improvement in 
the demand did not start as early as 
some had predicted, and there has not 


been as much ot a demand as yet as 
the trade would like to see, at the same 
time the market is showing more life 
right now than it has for months past, 
and from now on there promises to be 
a constant increase in the demand un- 
til there has been a full return to nor- 
mal. The reduction in production this 
year will be so great that there is not 
going to be any surplus piled up; on 
the contrary from the way business is 
going now it seems as if there would 
be a constant reduction in stocks from 
now on. There is a good demand for 
small cheap glass, and the government 
is still a consumer. From the au- 
tomobile industry cornes an active de- 
mand for plate glass, and there is an 
increased activity in. the building 
business in many sections that is in- 
creasing the demand for glass.

Crushers do 
not want to see any decline in the price 
of seed in the Western markets, at least 
until the plinting season is over, for 
they are very anxious to see a large 
acreage seeded in flax this year, and 


realize that the temptation of the 
farmer to give wheat the preference 
over flax is a strong one. There is a 


possibility that a backward season will 
result in farmers planting flax where 
they had intended to plant wheat, and 
most reports from the Northwest indi- 
cate that there will be at least as much 
land put in flax as last year. There 
is a very large amount of Argentine 
seed on the way here ,but there has not 
been enough received as yet to relieve 
the situation to any extent, and there 
will have to be a great deal more 
shipped than is now afloat to supply the 
Eastern mills. It is reported that a 
part of the Canadian stock has com- 
menced to move to this country, and 
that will relieve the situation to an ex- 








tent, although the amount that will 
come from Canada cannot be large 


enough to greatly change conditions, as 
Canada crushers will want a large part 
of the stocks in hand in their country. 
The farmers have undoubtedly been 
holding back to a very great extent be- 
cause of the talk of $4 a bushel seed. 
This is a bearish feature of the situation, 
and it is yet to be seen whether there 
will be enough -ome forward from the 
farmers as the conditions of the roads 
improve to change the tone of the mar- 
ket. The buenos Aires market holds 
steady, but at a level that makes the 
seed a purchase for delivery here if it 
can be moved promptly. The farmers 
and the crushers both being on the same 
side of the market at this time there 
is more bullish talk than bearish gos- 
sip. The fact that the consumption of 
oil has been light since the armistice 
was signed is the Only thing that has 
prevented the farmers’ dreams of very 
high priced flax coming true. 


MINNEAPOLIS. 


; Minneapolis, Minn., April 16, 1919. 

_The flaxseed situation is getting a 
little tight on account of the light move- 
ment from the country and the good gen- 
eral demand that prevails. During the 
week ending today a toial of y2 830 
bushels of seed arrived in the Minneapo- 


lis market, and of that amount 32,920 
bushels were shipped to mills in other 


markets, The balance left for local con- 
sumption does not go very far when di- 
vided.

cargoes will be made and delivery ac- 
cepted at Baltimore and Boston, ‘There 
is a possibility of some seed being taken 
at New Orleans for shipment up the 
Mississippi to Minneapolis, though the 


expense of handling would be consider- 
able. None of the Argentine seed was 
purchased for use in Minneapolis crush- 


ing mills. 

No further offerings of Oriental seed 
reported, and so far as known the former 
offers were accepted. The price was high 


and there was some doubt regarding 
quality. : 

Shipments of seed from Minneapolis 
were made to ‘Toledo, Cleveland and 


Chicago during the past week, and there 


was some demand from nearby interior 
crushers. No Canadian seed arrived on 
the local market, and none was offered 
for sale. A report yesterday stated that 


a boat had been ordered to load seed at a 


Canadian port for shipment to Duluth. 
With less than 100,000 bushels of seed 
in public elevators in Minneapolis and 
Duluth chances are good that consider- 
able Canadian seed will come this way. 


Much depends on the stubbornness of the 
farmers of the Northwest. The total of 
public and private elevator stocks of seed 
will not carry the crushers far, and they 
are enjoying a good oil and meal demand 
at present.

DULUTH. 
Duluth, Minn., April 16, 1919. 
Bullish tendencies were somewhat damp- 
ened here today, and the dampening 
process has been going on for some days. 
Today the news comes that 160,000 
bushels is to be brought here at once 


from Fort William and taken into stock. 
In addition to that, it is known that con- 
siderable seed is on its way to this 


country from Buenos Aires; and the com- 
bination has had a softening effect. 


Crushers are not so eager after seed 
as they have been, as the oil trade has 
not been all that was expected. The re- 


sult is that the premium on cash flax has 
disappeared, and the prospects are for a 
further demand in this market now that 
more seed is in sight to arrive soon. 
About the only bullish factor that those 
who would wish it so have to go on is 
the prospect for this year’s crop. The 
attitude of the farmers, who are buyers 
of flax on the Northwestern markets, 
gives color to the expres sed beliefs here 
that very little flax will be sown, as farm- 
ers, with the last season of guaranteed 
high price upon them, are expected to sow 
everything they can to wheat. Should 
favorable weather prevail at seeding time 
in the flax belt it may be that some new

LINSEED CAKE AND MEAL. 

There is a good demand for meal re- 
ported in the West, but little change in 
the situation in the Hast, where crushers 
are still waiting for a resumption of 
export business to supply a market. Re- 
ports from England complain of the 
famine that exists there as far as flax- 
seed cake and meal is concerned, and 
there will be a ready market at good 
prices as soon as the goods can be moved. 
in the meantime the Wastern crushers 
have so little seed on hand that they are 
not adding to their stocks of cake and 
meal, 

Minneapolis, Minn., April 16, 1919. 


The demand for oil meal is sharp and 
crushers could sell several times their 
present output if they could get seed. 
With old contracts open to fill and opera- 
tions hampered by lack of seed supplies 
offerings on spot are limited and there 
is little incentive to sell for forward de- 
livery. Mixed car dealers have some good 
sized lots coming from crushers yet, and 
fresh inquiries are coming from a wide 
territory. 

Shipping directions are prompt and 
most buyers of fresh lots are asking for 
immediate delivery. 

The strong demand for cake and meal 
in the East still favors the local trade, 
as it gives them more territory to work 
in. Under present conditions this is no 
cause for exultation, as the crushers here 
are unable to fill the requirements of 
buyers and keep them satisfied. 

Prices quoted at $64.50 or better. 

Local crushers say they are getting 
numerous inquiries for cake at their 
Eastern mills, and would be able to make 
large sales for immediate shipment. Lack- 


ing immediate supplies, the buyers are 
anxious to contracts for cake to be 
shipped during June, July and August. 


It is only the lack of output that pre- 
vents liberal export trading in cake, but 
if Argentine seed is delivered freely 
business will probably develop. How- 
ever, the crushers prefer to wait on the 
Argentine situation before writing up 
contracts freely. The market is there, 
and with the demand increasing rather 
than diminishing there is apparently no 


reason why the sellers should assume 
any risk in making contracts at present 
quotations.

Reports still vary, but on the average 
there seems to be a pretty good demand 
for linseed oil prevailing. Most of the 
oil is wanted for immediate shipment 
and crushers are pressed with directions. 
Directions on old orders are good and the 
crushers are rushing supplies out as fast 
as possible. There is still a reserve to 
apply on open contracts, but with flax- 
seed supplies flowing to market in such 
light volume, fresh offerings are light. 
The anxiety of the buyers to get oil in 
transit is evidence enough that the trade 
has had no opportunity to accumulate a 
reserve. 

Interest in deferred oil is fair to good 
and contracts have been written for de- 
livery as late as next September. A week 
or so ago contracts for delivery during 
the summer months were few, but now 
the interest is good enough to take care 
of more oil than the crushers care to 
promise for shipment from local mills. 
Assurance of a seed supply must be bet- 
ter than it is at present to encourage 
free selling for deferred delivery.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


There is so much interest in all sorts 
of vegetable oils just now that mem- 
bers of the New York Produce Ex- 
change lament the fact that there is 
no contract market for cottonseed oil. 
If there was an open market now it 
would certainly be an active market; 
and, while there is little chance to do 
much trading under present restric- 
tions, there is a great deal of talk 
about resuming the holding of a call 
for the trading in contracts about the 
middle of next month. Some people 
even claim that there would be some 
business doing even under present re- 
strictions. Producers will certainly 
need some sort of a hedge against their 
next season’s crop if the government is 
going to do away with the fixed price 
at the end of the crop year. There is 
still seed to be crushed in the South 
and the government is doing all in its 
power to get it to the crushers. The 
stabilization plan to support the fixed 
price is being adhered to by all the 
leading consumers, and_ everything 
that can be done is being done to 
move this oil. It is an unnatural sit- 
uation of affairs at best, however. It 
would be all right, perhaps, in war- 
time, but it is hardly a condition that 
the government will care to continue 
in time of peace. There is every in- 
dication that the cotton acreage this 
spring will not be increased, and it is 
quite possible that the next crop wil! 
be of such a size that there will be 
trouble in taking care of it without 
giving cottonseed oil any sort of ar- 
tificial support. It is certain, however, 
that there will be a loud protest from 
cotton growers in case there is a de- 
cline when the fixed price is eventual- 
ly removed.

COCONUT.—Chicago quotations for coconut 
oil this week give rise to no despondency on 
the part of dealers. With the probability of a 
general high level being maintained in vege- 
table oils on all hands, the figures of this 
week’s sales were regarded as indicative of 
what will probably be the situation for some 
time to come. Manila oil in barrels, 5 per 
cent. acid, brought 12c. per pound, f. o. b. 
coast, shipments to be made promptly, while 
domestic coconut oil reached 10%c. f. o. b. 
sellers’ tanks, Pacific coast, for June-July 
shipments. Japanese oil was reported as sold 
at lic., basis 6 per cent., f. 0. b. coast, in 
sellers’ tanks, while domestic Ceylon grades 
were offered at 13\%c. f. o. b. mid-West ship- 
ping points. 

COPRA.—No quotations for copra oil are 
heard on the local market, as usual. This oil 
is simply marking time, awaiting increase of 
stocks and definite movements from other 
quarters. 

CORN OIL.—Sales of corn oil at 17c. were 
reported on the Chicagu market this week. 
The oil is decidédly ‘looking up’’ with the 
general heartening of the vegetable oil mar- 
ket, following on the heels of the sensationai 
skyrocketing of lard and greases. On every 
hand were assurances frem those who follow 
the market that the future of corn oil will be 
entirely satisfactory. That crude oil will share 
to a large extent in this activity, was the opin- 
ion of many dealers. 

COTTONSEED.—The general situation of 
hesitancy and waiting for something to hap- 
pen which has prevailed in the oil market 
has changed in the case of cottonseed. With 
lard soaring into unprecedented high prices, 
there is an unmistakable movement noticeable 
toward substitutes. In this movement cotton- 
seed oil plays a conspicuous role. Also, the 
imminence of a peace settlement is causing a 
general wakefulness in the market. If in- 
dustrial conditions in the South do not take a 
sudden unfavorable turn, Chicago dealers are 
looking for a pretty good business in this oil 
during the next months. This week quota- 
tions were given at 21%c. for deodorized white 
cottonseed oil, and 19@20c. for prime summer 
bleachable, Chicago basis. Soapmaking grades, 
in good demand, brought 19@19%c., c. a. f. 
Chicago basis, in sellers’ tanks. 


HEMPSEED.—A rather inactive trade, rela- 
tively to other vegetable oils, is reported in 
the local hempseed market at present. At a 
quotation of 18c. dealers are meeting a light 
demand. Supplies are said to be moderate. 


OLIVE OIL.—The tied-up condition of im- 
ports of olive oil from Spain and Italy reacts 
in a deadening fashion on the Chicago market. 
All the oil that is able to get into the country 
is snapped up in New York, and local dealers 
feel that they are quite out of the game in 
this commodity until tonnage is released for 
commercial purposes. The local mark for the 
oil is set at $2.85 for prompt shipments in car- 
load lots, f. o. b. New York. What future 
levels will be can only be ascertained, deal- 
ers declare, when industrial and import con- 
ditions are steadied. 

PALM.—With only light stocks of palm oil 
on hand as yet and inquiry minus, Chicago 
dealers are not giving quotations this week. 
They have nothing to say of the market for 
the present, preferring to wait until the quan- 
tity of material expected to be on hand can 
be estimated, and until they can be sure that 
this oil will share the general upward trend 
of the market. 

PALM KERNEL.—The situation prevailing 
in the palm oil market extends to the palm 
kernel oil trade in equal degree at the present 
time. No quotations are to be had, as stocks 
are depleted. 

PERILLA.—Many Chicago dealers predict 
an active period for perilla oil in the near 
future, both from the improved tone at both 
coasts and from local signs. While no quota- 
tions are at present given, there is prospect 
of definite valuations very soon. 


RAPESEED.—The arousing of both domestic 
and foreign markets is beginning to be felt 
in the local rapeseed trade. Dealers say that 
they are getting $1.50 tur domestic crushed 
oil, and 17@19c. for the imported material. 
They feel that the general firm tone of the 
vegetable oil market will prevail throughout 
the readjustment period, and many dealers 
are confidently expecting much better condi- 
tions of prices as well as supplies. 


SOYA BEAN.—A strong and active soya 
bean market has been the rule in Chicago 
lately. Demand is comi.ig at a satisfactory 
rate, and prices are holding well. Spot bar- 
rels were reported sold this week at 14c., while 
8@12%c. marked the range within which sales 
b. Pacific coast were made. The ad-

vance made this week is expected to con- 
tinue. 


Fatty Acids. 


The Chicago fatty acids market continues to 
go at a great pace, and many movements of 
fatty acid materials are veing made at pres- 
ent. The new level of prices, which was such 
a tangible advance over previous conditions, 
continues strong. For instance, linseed oil 
fatty acids were exchanged at 16%@l17c., with 
the soya bean material at 124%@12%c., a con- 
siderable altitude above the old level. As for 
cocoanut oil fatty acids, dealers said they 
were asking 8%c. this week. The fish oil 
fatty acids varied from 7c. to 1lc., while the 
double distilled cottonseed material in bar- 
rels brought 10c. The corn oil fatty acid 
market was fairly active at 10%c. for No. 1 


and 10c. for No. 2. 


Greases, Lard, Stearines and Tallow, 


GREASE.—No setback in the healthy condi- 
tion of the Chicago grease market has_ been 
felt this week. On the contrary, demand was 
constant and active on an advancing market. 
The undertone of assurance was even stronger 
than a week ago, as dealers saw that light 
stocks elsewhere in the country are leading 
to part, at least, of the demand. Not only 
are dealers holding their own everywhere in 
the market, but there is a unanimous con- 
vViction that prices will go even higher, will, 
in fact, steadily advance, leaving the Chicago 
group in virtual control of the situaiton and 
able to profit by it. The present status of 
prices is illustrated by prime white grease 
which is maintaining a figure of 124%c. The 
prevailing quotations, all f. 0. b. Chicago in 


carload lots, are, per pound, as follows:—

SHARK.—No Chicago dealer is giving shark 
oil quotations this week. The condition of 
quiescence in this commodity prevails every 
where, with little prospect of lifting for some 
time to come, in the opinion of those who 
follow the market. 

SPERM.—There is even less interest in the 
Chicago market in regard to sperm oil than 
usual, which is only another way of saying 
that the market is ‘‘off’’ and nothing is de- 
veloping. For some time there have been no 
quotations at all offered, much less new quo- 
tations. 

WHALE.—Quotations for whale oil continue 
to be given at 838@85c. by the local trade 
Stocks and inquiry are not in great abundance, 
and dealers content themselves with the assur- 
ance that very prebably prices will hold their 
own, even if a large volume of business is not 
to be expected at this time 


SEATTLE OIL MARKET. 


Seattle, Wash., April 14, 1919. 

CHINA WOOD OI1L.—There has been a 
weakening in the market on China wood oil 
during the past week, due largely to the long 
period of inactivity in this section and the 
desire of a few holders to realize on their 
current stocks. The call for all of the non- 
edible oils has proved a disappointment, and 
it is generally agreed that some of the later 
buyers at primary shipping points may have 
to take some losses on their stocks. China 
wood oil is offered in sellers’ tanks at 18c., 
with bids stopping around lic. There has 
not been a single transaction of note reported 
among the traders this past week. 


COCONUT OI1L.—Sales of coconut oll con- 
tinue at a good pace, and the prices are still 
climbing. Sellers’ tank holdings at offers of 
134.@13%c. were features of the week’s clos- 
ing, and it is safe to figure that buyers will 
meet these asking prices before the new week 
is well under way. Several Eastern brokers 
have been operating here in a way to indicate 
that large buyers are out for stock, and this 
has naturally caused a stiffer undertone in 
the market for this product. The European 
demand is held as the main reason for this 
increased good feeling, but there are also 
indications that the domestic consumption is 
going to increase as well. 

COPRA.—There have been heavy receipts of 
copra here this past week, due to the arrival 
of the fishing schooners which always run 
down for copra during the winter months and 
come back in time to go north for the fishing 
season. The total of the five craft which 
made port will run between 1,000 and 1,200 
tons, and there are two good fishing boats 
still to make port. The demand, however, has 
been more than large enough to offset any 
increase in stock, and holders have boosted 
their prices to 644c. in sellers’ tanks. Pros- 
pects are bright for more advances, as the 
call for copra shows signs of picking up, more 
in line with that for coconut oil. The actual 
sales’ total is still rather light. 


PEANUT OIL.—While interest in peanut oil 
has been maintained all through the week, 
there has been a noticeable absence of any 
large transactions to force the quotations any 
higher. It is generally agreed that the market 
will have to climb, as has been the case on 
all edible oils, but local operators have stock 
they can move at current prices with a good 
profit, and they show an inclination to do so 
at this time. 

The held prices are still 
174@17%c. in sellers’ tanks, and about 100 
cars have changed hands during the week 
just closing. There has been an absence of 
really big deals this week, but this lull is 
accepted as only temparary, and a quick re- 
vival of trading is looked for. 

Traders base this on knowledge that but 
little cottonseed oil is available in the Eastern 
markets, and the domestic supply of peanut 
oil is pretty well passed in the manufacturers’ 
hands, so that future buyers must count on 
the Oriental stocks for their source. This of- 
fers the best known product for use by the 
manufacturers of shortening, and holders are 
waiting, secure in the knowledge that the 
trade must come. The local stocks are 
noticeably depleted of late. 


One bullish factor in the market is the an- 
nouncement of the California fish packers 
that peanut oil will be used in packing tuna 
fish this year because of the high prices which 
are being charged for olive oil. This is ac- 
cepted as further proof that big business is 
ahead of the traders here. 

The bids on European account from the 
Eastern brokers have been less common this 
past week, partly attributed to the filling of 
immediate shipping orders in the previous 
fortnight’s sales and partly to a shrowd de- 
sire not to boost the market too suddenly by 
constant bidding. 


CORN OIL.—Two dollars has been the pre- 
vailing figure on corn oil in the week just 
closing, and Eastern concerns represented here 
are advising their customers they do see how 
a loss can be taken through purchases made 
now. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—The expected jump on 
bean oil developed during the week, and 
sellers’ tank lots are now being held at 12%c. 
There have been several good-sized cargoes 
landed here in this time, but they have been 
offset by shipments well up to the average. 
Some bidders are holding back in the hope of 
securing stock at 12\%c., although it hardly 
looks as though this were to be realized. 


The higher markets on tallow in the East 
are forcing the soap manufacturers back to 
the bean oil, and the rapid rate peanut and 
cottonseed oil are being cleaned up would in- 
dicate that there is pretty liable to be con- 
siderable buying on the part of the food man- 
ufacturers who have dodged this edible oil as 
long as possible. 

Only average sized deals have been reported 
this week, barring the single instance where a 
60-car lot for shipment around May 1 was 
closed. However, these have been numerous 
enough to keep the total up to the recent aver- 
age and hold down the stocks on hand. There 
is plenty of storage space available at this 
time for all needs. 

The prospect of compound manufacturers 
having to turn to bean oil is undoubtedly the 
biggest bull factor in the future outlook. 

PERILLA OIL.—Perilla oil has neither ad 
vanced nor declined in the past week, and 
sales of this line have been held down to a 
minimum. Sellers’ tank lots are still being 
offered around l7c., but buyers are not inter- 
ested It is thought that the next few weeks 
will see more trading develop. In case this 
does not happen, the market is almost sure to 
decline, since stocks are rather large. 

CASTOR OIL.—The market on this product 
showed a further break during the week, hold- 
ers having already cut their asking prices 
down 1%%c. to 17'4c., while the possible buyers 
say they will not consider any offer that 
calls for more than 17¢c. These prices are on 
lots in sellers’ tanks. The wartime demand is 
not expected to keep up, and traders are 
reconciled to a readjustment of the general 
conditions as they affect the trade. With the 
greater development of the airplane a future 
demand for this oil is assured, but a tem- 
porary slowness is almost certain. 

RAPESEED OIL.—The asking prices on 
rapeseed oil, in sellers’ tanks, have been re- 
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duced in the past week, murkin

SOYA BEAN OIL—Remains dull and inac. 
tive, the price declining steadily. It is now 
quoted at 17 yen per case by Tokio holders 
Producers in Japan have already curtailed 
their production to a large extent, as they 
have lost encouragement again, owing to 
to the slump in bean cakes as a result of the 
repeated slumps in rice However, the visible 
stock is fairly big. 


WOOD OIL-—Is weakening still and the price 
shows n» strength to hold out. However, the 
floating stock in the market has decreased 
markedly, thanks to holders’ cautious disposi- 
tion of their holdings, and it is hoped that the 
present level will be maintained for the pres- 
ent.

Vegetable Oil Imports by U. S. from 
China Aggregate $14,000,000. 


Washington, April 18, 1919. 

In connection with the recent announce- 
ment of Herbert Hoover, United States 
Food Administrator, that one of the most 
crying needs at present in countries 
where food is short is for fats, Chester C. 
Lincoln, United States Department of 
State, at Peking, China, says, it is in- 
teresting to note that the Chinese depend 
almost entirely on vegetable oils for this 
calorific substance, 

They extract the oil from the soya bean, 
from rape, cotton and sesamum seeds, 
and from peanuts, and use it for butter 
and lard. China produces a tremendous 
amount of this oil and is already export 
ing a considerable surplus. In 1911 
China exported 170,000 tons of vegetable 
oil, to the value of something like $24, 
000,000. Statistics given on the China 
Returns of Trade and Trade Reports of 
the Maritime Customs (1917) are as fol-

But Still Retain Many Restrictions on

Commodities formerly on the _ prohib- 
ited list of importations into France are 
now permitted under special conditions, 
as the result of the issuance of a con- 
solidation of orders by the French cus- 
toms administration, according to an- 
nouncement of the United States Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 
These concessions are granted primarily 
on account of the origin or destination of 
the goods, and do not ordinarily apply to 


commercial shipments of prohibited ar- 
ticles.

has obtained a _ license. Furthermore, 
prohibited goods for which licenses are 
not produced within five days after the 
arrival in France are subject to con- 
fiscation.

Commercial Mission from That Country Now Here Foresees Large 


Development of Business by Americans—Opportunities 
for Chemical, Paint and Drug Trades. 


Washington, April 18, 1919. 
Prospect that the reclamation projects 
of the United States will increase the de- 


mands for nitrate of soda to be manufac- 
tured into explosives, and that the exten- 
sion of cotton, sugar beet and other farm- 
ing will increase the demand for nitrates 
for fertilizers—thereby renewing trade on 
a large scale with Chile, is seen by Se- 
nor Don Augusto Villanueva, managing 
director of the Bank of Chile and for- 
merly superintendent of commerce.

While he sees Chile as one of the great 
all-round mineral and metal producing 
countries of the world, Senor Villanueva, 
in a statement to a Reporter representa- 
tive. expresses confidence that the pros- 
perity of the country will depend for 
many years to come upon the exportation 
of nitrate of soda. 





He says:—‘Chile has been shipping

“At present the industry is at a stand- 
still,” he continued, confirming a report 
just received from Consul Arnold A. Mc- 
Kay in Antofagasta. “Nitrate was Chile's 
chief contribution to the world-war and 
was supplied to all the belligerent coun- 
tries, especially England and the United 
States. These countries had obtained a 
good stock of nitrate when the armistice 
came ending hostilities. This prevented 
the importers in England and the United 
States from ordering new amounts until 
the accumulated surplus stores had been 
disposed of.” 

Consul McKay described the situation 
as a general slump in Northern Chile, 
due to the bottom falling out of the ni- 
trate market The end of the war came 
just when large contracts for 1919 were 
about to be renewed, and no time was 


given to prepare for ‘the crisis that fol- 
lowed. . 

“As soon as it was seen that the ab- 
normal demand no longer existed,” said 


Senor Villanueva, “‘the large mines imme- 
diately curtailed production, some closed 
down entirely, while others dropped to 
un extracting basis. Hundreds of work- 
men were thrown out of employment, and 
result the labor situation became 


as a 
acute, In this connection it may be 
pointed out that all of Northern Chile— 


the provinces of Tacna, Arica, Tarapaca 


and Antofagasta—is entirely dependent 
upon the nitrate mines. Foodstuffs are 
not produced in quantities sufficient to 
supply the local demand, and when the 
nitrate market is dull all business is at 
m standstill until the nitrate shipments 


are resumed.” 

Senor Villanueva points out optimis- 
tically that nitrate of soda is the best 
known natural fertilizer and that it is 


necessary to all countries to stimulate 
food production. The surplus war-time 
stocks of the European governments and 
the United States are now being sold, 
he points out, for fertilizer and will soon 
be exhausted. The present stagnation in 
Chile is but transitory, he explains, and 
expressed the hope that in two or three 
months the old position of prosperity 
will be regained, because the substitute 
artificial fertilizers can be produced only 
at a great expense, he says 

That the du Pont interests, which are 
the biggest individual customers of Chile, 
are in much the same position as the 
United States Government in regard to 
surplus stocks, is noted by Mr. Villan- 
ueva, but he feels that the demand for 
explosives for reclamation work and the 
demands for nitrate of soda for agricul- 
ture will soon take up all this slack in 
the nitrate market.

Mr. Villanueva says, “and it 
has progressed to such a stage that it is 
now supplying practically all of the do- 
mestic demands. Some crude drugs are 
produced in the republic, but many are 
imported and the United States has a 
good opportunity to participate in this 
trade. Iodine is one of the Chilean spe- 
cialties. The crude iodine is sent, gen- 


erally, to Europe, to be refined and then 
sent back to Chile 

“Governmnet experts are now co-op- 
erating with industrial leaders on a proc- 
ess for refining copper by the use of 
iodine, and it is hoped that this will 
cheapen the production of copper. Chile 
has no dyestuff industry and has been 
getting her supply almost exclusively 
from Germany. 

“The visiting commission insists that 
the American industry should be and will 
be given preference if able to deliver the 
goods as cheap as other nations. 

Opportunities for chemical, pharmaceu- 
tical, fertilizer and paint industries which 
have been scarcely thought of, await 
American investment and industry in 
Chile, said Senator Eliodoro Yanex, chair- 





man of the commission, before he left 
Washington for New York.

Nitrate Producers’ Trust to Control 
Industry Advocated by Chilean 


Interests. 
Washington, April 18, 1919. 
Since the signing of the armistice 
there has been no market in Chile for 


nitrate, as there are no buyers, according 
to word received here. The stocks on 


the coast on December 31 last were 17,- 
000,000 quintals, which is only 5,000,000

FARMERS BUY NITRATE. 


151,000 Tons of Surplus, Held by 
Government, Ordered by Agricul- 


tural Interests of U. S. 

Washington, April 18, 1919. 
The farmers of the United States hay 
ordered from the U. §S., Sepatenuas an 
Agriculture the full quantity of 151,000 
tons of nitrate of soda for fertilizer 
which the government is selling to the 
farmers at cost. These orders are in lots 
of from 200 pounds to 300 tons, and they 
ere now being filled from 21 distributing 
points. Orders for shipping already sent 
out from the Washington headquarters 
total 125,000 tons, and the records show 
that 110,000 tons have actually been 
shipped. It is calculated that the entire 
151,000 tons will be delivered to the 

farmers before the end of this month.

In other words, while the exports of both crude 


and refined have decreased 104,686,810 gallons in 
three years, the imports of these products have in- 
creased 634,532,919 gallons during the same pe- 
riod. The importation of crude petroleum in the 
three years gained no less than 621,462,459 gal- 
lons, thus indicating that refined product importation 
virtually held its own and that the increased use of 
Mexican crude oil as fuel oil was largely responsible 
for the tremendous increase in shipments to this 
country. From 1917 to 1919 there was an in- 
crease in imports of about 5,000,000 gallons of 
gasoline and the naphthas and 8,500,000 gallons 
in other refined products. 

Mexico sent the great bulk of this material; in 
fact, of the total of 1,218,005,601 gallons of crude 
imported during the eight months ending February 
1919, the Mexican shipments comprised no less 
than 1,216,668,450 gallons, with the balance di- 
vided between other exporting countries. 

Export Shipments. 

Of the 124,806,406 gallons of crude petroleum 
shipped from the United States during the past eight 
months, Canada was the largest and most important 
receiving nation, taking 106,684,196 gallons. 
Spain and Cuba took a little more than 5,000,000 
gallons each, and the Argentine almost 6,000,000 
gallons, leaving about 2,000,000 for all other im- 


porting countries. So much for crude shipments. 
Fuel and gas oil exports, while not so large as 


-in 1918 for the same period, nevertheless were in 


excess of those for 1917, with a total for the past 
eight months of 718,234,074 gallons, with the 
United Kingdom first in receipts with 405,818,562 
gallons, and Canada second with 203,661,136 
gallons. France took about 16,200,000 gallons, 
Italy 6,677,000 and Panama 21,933,067 gallons. 

Illuminating oil shipments showed a gain over 
1918 and a decline from the 1917 totals: —1917, 
593,735,874 gallons; 1918, 362,375,485 gal- 
lons; 1919, 371,234,786 gallons. The United 
Kingdom was first with 103,575,474 gallons, 
France second with 54,272,451 gallons, and China 
third with 42,231,884 gallons. 

Lubricating oil exports continue to show an in- 
crease, with the following totals:—1917, 17I1,- 
891,168 gallons; 1918, 178,125,460 gallons; 
1919, 180,309,847 gallons. The United King- 
dom was our largest customer with 70,976,441 gal- 
lons, with France second with 27,338,501 gallons. 
Italy took more than 12,296,000 gallons of lubri- 


cants, 


It is, however, the light products of distillation— 
gasoline and the naphtha group—which continue 
to show the largest proportional increase in de- 
mand for foreign consumption. During the eight

NEW TEXAS FIELDS PUT LONE STAR 

STATE AT HEAD OF LIST IN NEW 

WORK AND IN PRODUCTION OF 

CRUDE PETROLEUM—A WONDER 

RECORD OF OIL OUTPUT. 





The sensational sector of the petroleum pro- 
ducing fields of the nation is the Lone Star State. 
The Gulf Coast is producing so much heavy oil that 
prices have been cut thrice since the first of the year, 
and now the Ranger-Panhandle is producing almost 
160,000 barrels a day of crude, with constant addi- 
tions to the total the State of Texas as a producing 
territory leads the Mid-Continent. The older fields 


of the East are plodding along at the same old gait, 
with the exception of Kentucky, which is very much 
to the front with new work and with new produc- 
tion, and promises even better things during the next 
few weeks. The usual summary of field operations 
is given herewith :— 

Eastern Fields. 

The high grade fields of the East, the territory 
on the hither side of the Mississippi river, is making 
a better showing in new work for the period just 
ended, although in the matter of actual new produc- 
tion there has been a slight falling off. During the 
week under review there were 138 completions, a 
gain of 25 over the previous week, while new out- 
put of crude was 4,178 barrels, as against 4,199 
barrels for the week previous. There was a de- 
crease of 11 in gassers and an increase of 11 in 
dusters during the same period. Of the separate 
fields reporting, Kentucky is still very much to the 
fore with a total of 44 completions and of 2,765 
barrels of new output. Kentucky now has more 
than 600 drilling wells in 50 counties, and new 
work is proceeding with a rush. Some of the wells 
brought in during the week totaled as high as 300 
barrels—there was one of 400—and the result is 
that Kentucky so far overshadows the balance of 
the high-grade territory that a decline. there would 
send the high grade districts to the extreme rear. 
But there is no danger of a decline; in fact, with 
the coming of better weather and better transporta- 
tion, every sign points to an increase in both new 
work and new production. Pennsylvania came back 
this week with no less than 40 completions and 172 
barrels of new oil. The total was reduced by three 
dusters and four gassers. West Virginia had 18 
completions—10 of which were oilers, 6 gassers 
and 2 dusters—and 378 barrels of new produc- 
tion. Indiana got one lone dry hole—lIllinois two 
oil wells with 80 barrels—Northwestern Ohio six 
wells with 75 barrels—and Southeastern Ohio 27 
wells—four gassers and eight dusters—leaving a 
aew production of 708 barrels to be divided among 
15 oil wells. The position of Kentucky in the list

Canada. 

One of the most important developments of recent 
years is the action of the government of British Co- 
lumbia in setting aside the sum of $50,000 to aid in 
the development of coal, petroleum, oil and gas lands 
in Crown property, the scene of the immediate op- 
erations being the territory close to the boundary of 
Alberta. The resources discocered will not be 
alienated, but will be used for the province. West 
Vancouver, Burnaby, Hatzic, Langley and Steves- 
ton, the Fraser Valley, near New Westminster— 
all show either petroleum seepages or gas in water 
wells, and it is anticipated that with the government 
backing the new work important developments cannot 
but follow. Immediate work under the plan will, it 


is stated, be confined to the P. . cal 
Northern British die eace River district of 


California. 


The Federal Oil Inspection Board has announced 
that the advanced scale of wages recently announced 
will stand, despite all protests, until the scale has 
been put into effect and given a trial, and that such 
modifications as may be necessary will be made only 
after a thorough test. Work in California during 
the week has not been active, and the record since 
the first of the year shows that new work is far be- 
hind the totals for the same period a year ago. Of 
the sixteen new wells reported as starting during the 
week, seven were begun by the fuel department of 
the S. P. The week’s total brings the number of 
wells started since the first of the year up to 15]. 
There was a gain for the week of three in wells 
started, and of 14 in tests of water shutoff, and a 
decrease of three in the number of abandonments. 


Gulf Coast. 


The Gulf Coast has not been content to allow 
the North Central section of the State of Texas to 
take all the petroleum honors, for during the week 
an important new pool has been added to the 
coastal territory by the bringing in of a high gravity 
—above 35 deg. Baume—well at Blue Ridge near 
Missouri City and only 12 miles southwest from 
Houston. The well came in on Sunday, April 13, 
and was reported as flowing from 500 to 1,500 
barrels, with the result that trading at fancy prices 
has resulted forc lose in leases. Some operators, 
however, are classing the find as a ‘‘freak’” because 
of the high gravity of the product. West Columbia 
is to the front again this week with a producer of 
5,000 barrels capacity, while another well that re- 
fused to flow last week has come in with 1,000 
barrels initial output. Still another well in the same 
locality which came in as a 100-barrel pumper is 
giving every indication of becoming a gusher, with 
largely increased output. There were 22 comple- 
tions in the Gulf Coast fields for the week, and 
8,255 barrels of new output, as compared with 8 
completions for the previous report with 8,735 
barrels of oil. For the first time in weeks almost 
every field in the Gulf Coast had a completion. 
There was an interesting gain of 25 in the number 
of wells drilling and a gain of six in rigs, making 
a total increase of 18 in new work. 


Mid-Continent. 


Reports from the Mid-Continent show that pro- 
duction is gaining slowly in Kansas, while Okla- 
homa is holding to previous levels, with little or no 
change. Oklahoma is averaging about 219,000 
barrels of crude a day, while Kansas is credited with 
78,000 barrels every 24 hours, making a total daily 
average for the Mid-Continent of about 297,000 
barrels. The encroachment of salt water in El 
Dorado and Augusta has had its effect upon pro- 
duction there. The Osage and Okmulgee are the 
most active of any of the districts of the Mid-Con- 
tinent, with both Billings and Kay showing increased 
work, and with the prospect of a new pool in the 
counties along the Red river as an incentive to new

North Central Texas. 

The Texas Panhandle-Ranger-North Central 
Texas ficlds are the wonder fields of the petroleum 
districts of the country, and in point of view of new 
work are way in advance of the famous Oklahoma 
feld of the Mid-Continent. The rigs up and drill- 
ing wells total at the present time shows a total of 
All rigs and 1,341 drilling wells, or a grand total 
of 1,752, as compared with 367 rigs and 1,231 
drilling wells with a total of 1,598 in February. 
This is an increase of 44 rigs, 110 drilling wells 
and 154 in all work over February. When it is 
into consideration that the total in the Gulf 
Coast fields of Texas is 136 rigs and 296 wells 
drilling, the grand total for the Lone Star State is 
547 rigs, 1,637 drilling wells, or a grand total of 
new work of 2,184 rigs and drilling wells, the 
Jargest number on record in Texas, and no less than 
269 more rigs and wells than Oklahoma and Kan- 
sas combined. The week’s totals show 47 com- 

ions and 19,420 barrels of new oil, as against 
69 completions and 16,540 barrels of new oil for 
the previous week. Eastland county led in produc- 
tion with 9,845 barrels of new crude from 12 new 
wells. The daily production for the past week for 
all Texas, including the Gulf Coast, is placed at 
246,000 barrels; that of the North Central district 
being approximately 158,995 barrels, with East- 
land county in the lead with 66,765 barrels, and 
Burkburnett second with 50,870 barrels. 


North Louisiana. 

There is no letup in interest in the North Louisi- 
ana fields, for the week’s totals show 10 completions 
—one dry and no gassers—and a total of 4,400 
barrels of new production from the nine oil wells.

Decreased trouble from collapsed casing. 
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Caddo took the honors, with 7 completions and 
3,280 barrels of new oil. De Soto got one of 300 
barrels, and Red River two, with 820 barrels. The 
production of the field is holding up remarkably well, 
with a total of approximately 36,150 barrels of runs 
a day, of which amount 5,610 was from De Soto 
and Red River and 30,540 from Caddo. The Cad- 
do runs included 10,465 barrels of light and 20,- 
075 barrels of heavy crude. One of the interesting 
completions for the week was the Dixie No. 11, in 
the shallow sand, which was allowed to run for 24 
hours, with a total output of 2,500 barrels. The 
crying need in North Louisiana is not oil, but some- 
thing to run it through to market. 


Refined Products. 


The market for refined products as shown at the 
producing centers—i. e., the refineries themselves— 
is decidedly uneven. The demand for the higher 
grades of straight run Pennsylvania gasoline, nota- 
bly 62 degrees gravity and 68 degrees gravity, is 
light, but in the lower grades 60 degrees and 58-60 
degrees the call at present is exceedingly strong. 
The amount available of the 54 gravity oil is small 
and the price holds firm around 1834 cents in con- 
sequence. Varnish makers and painters’ naphtha is 
scarce, with prices firm at a cent less a gallon. In 
the burning oil group the demand still continues 
strong, just as it has for weeks past, with 47 deg. 
w. w. at 9'4c, and 48 deg. w. w. at from 10%@ 
10%4c.; the call for 300 deg. burning oil is slow 
with prices ranging from 10 to 10%c. a gallon. 
Pennsylvania fuel oil is unsettled. The quotation 
for 38-42 deg. is nominally 5@5%%c., but this has 
been shaded even as low as 434c. on large contracts. 
The fuel oil market as a whole is reflecting some- 
what the large purchases of the United States Ship- 
ping Board, although the specifications of the board 
admit the supplying of Mexican crude as well as

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refinery distillate. This fact was responsible, it is 
claimed, for the hich prices bid by California re- 
finers and the throwing out of the recent Pacific 
coast bids by the board in the recent offering. Cali- 
fornia naphtha is in large demand and difficult to 
obtain, with prices varying as a result. Naphthas 
are in unusually heavy demand for blending, be- 
cause of the policy of gasoline blenders to complete 
their product in their own refineries. 


In the lubricating group there is not much demand 
for the neutrals. Cylinder stocks are easier, because 
in more plentiful supply.

IN MEXICAN OIL? 


Oficial Denial of Interest in 


Eagle Company as Re- 
ported from England. 


Washington, April 18, 1919. 

The British Government has author- 
jzed the statement that Great Britain is 
not interested in any oil company which 
is operating or intending to operate in 
Mexico, and the United States Depart- 
ment of State has given publicity in that 
statement. 

The State Department press. notice 
given out Monday was as follows :— 

“El Universal, at Mexico City, pub- 
lished on April 1 an article by Mr. H. A. 
Cunard Cummins, in charge of the Brit- 
ish Legation in that country, denying 
press reports of acquisition by the British 
Government of controlling interest in the 
Aguila Oil Company. This article quotes 
Mr. Cummins as follows :— 

“In view of the statements which 
have recently appeared in the press 
of this capital, stating that the gov- 
ernment of His Brittanic Majesty 
has obtained control of the “Compania 
Mexicana de Petroleo, El Aguila,” I 
would be very grateful if you should 
be good enough to publish in a 
prominent part of your newspaper 
the fact that I have received official 
authorization from my government 
to state that the Government of His 
Britannic Majesty is not interested 
in any oil company which is operat- 
ing or which may contemplate oper- 
ating in this Republic.’ ”’

3. Decreased loss of the lighter fractions of 
the oil.

Bartlesville Experiment Station Per- 
Apparatus for Testing 


Natural Gas Content. 
Washington, April 18, 1919 


Valuable assistance to the refining in- 
dustry in testing the gasoline content of 
natural gas is promised by the Bureau 
of Mines through the use of a new piece 
of apparatus designed and operated at 
the petroleum experiment station in Bar- 
tlesville, Okla. 


This apparatus has been found to give 
exceedingly good results on cases contain- 
ing as little gasoline as 10 gallons per 
million feet, the officials of the petroleum 
division and of the Bureau of Mines say. 


A valuable feature of this apparatus is 
that with four compartments, the last 
compartment can be used as a test to see 
that the absorbing medium of the first 
three compartments has completely _re- 
moved the gasoline from the gas. This 
is accomplished by keeping the percent- 
age of saturation in the fourth compart- 
ment around a fraction of 1 per cent. 
Under such a condition an individual test 
can be made on the discharge gases from 
the first three compartments in which the 
saturation almost always rises to a point 
between 1 per cent. and 11 per cent. of 
the total volume of the liquid. 


In a test made recently by the bureau 
to determine the value of certain gas in 
the notoriously dry gas field of Southern 
Kansas, the apparatus checked itself con- 
sistently, proving recoverable yields from 
10 gallons to 60 gallons per million. 


The same apparatus is used in testing 
the residue gases which have been treat- 
ed in absorption plants which also at 
times run as low as 10 gallons per million 
cubic feet, but in general if the gasoline 
is extracted to 20 gallons per million feet, 
plant operation is considered very satis- 
factory, and although part of these 20 
gallons can be extracted by well-known 
methods, the cost of the installation nec- 
essary and the exceedingly close attention 
required and extra labor expenses, make 


fects 


between 40 and 50 different gasoline 
plants, mostly of the compression type, 
but also including a number of absorption 
plants and combination compression and 
refrigeration installations. Of these the 
simple compression plants showed the 
poorest extraction and indicated that 
practically all of them could profitably 
add an absorption unit to treat their resi- 
due gases. Plants using naphtha for 
blending stock are especially well situ- 
ated to pass their high pressure through 
this medium, cases being known in which 
50-51 degree Baume. naphtha is raised to 
63 degree Baume by this method. Where 
naphtha is not used, or cannot be, a 
heavy cut of oil must be circulated and 
the gasoline distilled from it. The instal- 
lations are not over expensive, consider- 
ing the returns. 


The testing apparatus has been used 
successfully in testing not only residue 
gases but those coming from coils used in 
condensing still vapors, gases from 
weathering tanks, blending and _ stock 
tanks, vapors from cars being loaded, and 
in fact any place where agitation causes 
evaporation losses of gasoline. 


Blending Chart of Bureau of Mines 
Distributed by Petroleum 
Division. 

Washington, April 18, 1919. 


The oil industry is using quite exten- 
sively the blending chart which is being 
distributed by the Petroleum Division of 
the United States Bureau of Mines. This 
chart shows graphically the method of 
blending casinghead gasoline with naph- 
tha, to get a product of specified quality 
or gravity. By laying a rule across the 
chart it is instantly determined what the 
combination should be. The large con- 
cerns are making requisition on the Fed- 
eral bureau for a large number of these 
charts, and favorable comment upon 
them have been received from all over 
the country.

Cree prospects for new production in the 
shallow sands of Southeastern Ohio are not 
very promising, although the deeper sands in 
the Central Ohio area are very promising but 
expensive to operate on account of the great 
depth to the Clinton sands, where the oil is 
found. Northwestern Ohio and Illinois have 
seen their day, but this cannot be said of 
Indiana, as there are many spots in the State 
that are well worth the development, not only 
alone in the western portion but in the older 
fields in the eastern central part of the State, 
and also in the southern portion, along the 
Ohio River. One of the favored counties in 
Indiana and along the Ohio River is Harrison 
county, and only a few miles out of New 
Albany. Oil is known to exist there and has 
been for many years, but the attractions in 
other more active and prolific fields attracted 
the attention from that section of the State, 
and within a very short time Southern Indiana 
will come into its own. 

Kentucky is a bright spot for the oil people 
of small means, owing to the cheapness of 
operations, although the large operating con- 
cerns are heavily interested in the shallow 
sand fields at this time, and are investing 
heavily in new production. For years Louis- 
ville capitalists paid little attention to the 
oil industry, but now that Kentucky has be- 
come a prominent factor in the industry 
many of the big men of the thriving city are 
getting into the game, and it would be safe 
to say that close to fifty companies have been 
organized for the purpose otf developing and 
purchasing oil territory throughout Kentucky. 
The Indianapolis crowds are playing Western 
Kentucky heavier than in the eastern part of 
the State, and many of them are making 
their headquarters at Bowling Green, Glasgow 
and Scottsville, the three main points of the 
Western Kentucky field, and their investments 
have been large. 

The Western Tennessee territory along the 
Western Highland Rim, has been more thor- 
oughly leased over within a short space of 
time than any other known field in the coun- 
try. Large concerns from all fields in the 
country have representatives on the ground, 
and every available acre is being taken up, 
regardless of structure owing to the fact 
that the conditions look so favorable. In the 
early developments of years ago some wells 
were drilled in Dickson county, to the west 
some forty miles from Nashville, and were in 
those days called small producers, but today 
they would be considered exceptionally good 
ones, and none of the twenty-one wells drilled 
in that county were located upon structures. 
The well drilled recently at Cumberland Fur- 
nace, in that county, found the Trenton rock 
at 1,121 feet and drilled to a depth of 1,142 
feet when the drill was pulled out and the 
well shut in, so people must draw their own 
conclusions; anyway, it is a known fact that 
the well is the making of a producer, but the 
owners are not ready to open it up to the 
public, but will drill several more wells that 
will cover an area of close to one hundred 
miles north and south, and when they are 
drilled in then they will all be given a dose 
of nitro-glycerine, one right after the other, 
which will require at least a week's work 
for a shooter to cover. Rentals are being 
paid on leases controlled by many different 
companies, but they will start development 
work when better weather conditions prevail.

landmark for development work in the terri- 
tory east of Bowling Green, and a few days 
ago the owners were considering a $40,000 
ouer, but not as yet agreed to accept it, as 
the tract contains $65 acres and two wells all 
equipped for pumping, and looks good.

Indianapolis and Louis- 
ville capitalists are investing heavily in this 
same territory and a big drilling campaign is 
looked for in a very short time. 

The Daiber-Whitney people are arranging to 
do big things for Bowling Green, as a retinery 
is being planned tor Bowling Green, as well 
as a pipeline from there to the Allen county 
field, as well as to the Glasgow field in Barren 
county, the same line passing through the pro 












ductive area of Warren county. 

Master Commissioner Will R, Speck, who 
was appointed receiver of the American Pipe 
line Company extending from northern Alien 


Bowling Green, a distance of close 
to twenty miles, and in connection with Phil 
J. McGovern, an oil man, has just completed 
a 3,000-barrel storage tank at Bowling Green, 
and now has pumps at work on the line. The 
capacity of the pineline is around 500 barrels 
a day, and Mr. Speck says that he hopes to 
be running that much oil daily through the 
line within a few days. The Indian Refining 
Company's runs of crude oil through iis lines 
in Kastern Kentucky for March amounted to 
37,060.46 barrels, and through its Western 
Kentucky lines to Scottsville, 33,172.49 barrels, 
making total runs in the State for March 
of 70,232.05 barrels

Oil seepages were discovered a few days 
ago near Jeffersontown, in Jefferson county, 
on the Seitz tract. What this would indicate 
remains to be seen. Christian county, in West- 
ern Kentucky, is now attracting much atten- 
tion from the large operating companies, as 
the chances are very good for the finding of 
oil in the Illinois formations such as the Mc- 
Closkey sand, and also in the Trenton rock 
formation. The Ohio Oil Company has _ se- 
cured a block of 3,000 acres near Empire, and 
the Petroleum Exploration Company secured 
a block of 1,500 acres south of the block held 
by the Ohio Company. The Empire Oil and 
Gas Company (Doherty interests) purchased a 
block of 500 acres southwest of the hamlet 
of White Plains, near the drilling well of the 
Dooley Oil Company. Several wells are al- 
ready under way in the county, and some are 
nearing the depth where pay sand should be 
encountered, if any exists.

Roxanna to Move Executive Offices. 


The executive offices of the Roxanna Petro- 
leum Company will be moved from Tulsa to 
St. Louis, effective on or about June 1. This 
big mid-continent concern, a subsidiary of the 
Royal Dutch Shell Syndicate, has large inter- 
ests in Oklahoma, and while the operating 
head will be in St. Louis, all other depart- 
ments will continue in Tulsa as formerly. 
The dismantling of the Cushing refinery, 
which will be shipped to New Orleans, to be 
used as part of an immense plant to be con- 
structed in that city, has been started. This 
plant will handle Mexican crude from_ the 
Royal Dutch properties in Mexico. The Rox- 
anna Petroleum Company has only recently 
completed its 20,000-barrel capacity plant at 
Wood River, Ill., a suburb of St. Louis. 


Refinery and Properties Sold. 


The Marigold Oil and Refining Company, a 
$3,000,000 corporation recently organized by 
Kansas oil operators, has acquired the con- 
trolling interest of the St. Louis Oil and Re- 
fining Company, a $1,000,000 corporation, 
which owns the Trapshooters’ refinery at El 
Dorado and the Big Four Oil Company’s prop- 
erty at El Dorado, and some valuable acreage 
at Burkburnett, Texas. It also acquired con- 
trolling interest in the National City Oil Com- 
pany, both of which own producing proper- 
ties in Butler county. 

In addition to these properties, the Mari- 
gold Company owns approximately 10,000 acres 
of leases in Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas 
The company is beginning operation with 800 
barrels daily production, which, combined 
with the profits of the refinery, gives the cor- 
poration handsome earnings from the start.

Considering Income Tax. 


A general meeting of producers was held 
Tuesday afternoon in the rooms of the Mid- 
Continent Oil and Gas Association. The new 
law and its application to taxes was fully 
discussed and a plan of action agreed on. 
Three committees were appointed, as follows:— 

1. A committee to determine a uniform 
method of estimating amount of recoverable 
oil in place as applied to the various produc- 
ing areas. 

2. A committee to recommend a uniform 
method and percentage of depreciation as ap- 
plied to the various fields. 

3. A committee on completion. 

A telegram was sent to Hon. Daniel C. 
Roper, Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
asking that the time for filing income and 
excess tax reports for all members of the 
Mid-Continent Association be extended until 
June 15. 

Senator Thomas P. Gore was present and 
addressed the oil men on the subject of oil 
legislation. 








4,000 BBLS. OF NEW PRODUCTION FROM NORTH 
LOUISIANA FOR WEEK—TEN COMPLETIONS 


Shreveport, La., April 14, 1919. 

Somewhat discouraging reports from the new 
Claiborne field were dispelled this morning 
when it was learned that the Standard Oil 
Company’s well on the Shaw lease had come 
in and was flowing by heads at the rate of 
%5 or 100 barrels a day. The Arkansas Natural 
Gas Company’s well on the same lease had 
4 showing of oil at 656 feet, a new phase of 
the situation which is arousing considerable 
interest and excitement, and a number of 
locations have been made during the past few 
days for tests in the new territory.

CALIFORNIA FUEL OIL TO REMAIN FIRM 
DESPITE SHIPPING BOARD CONTRACT Bip: 


Taft, Cal., April 14, 1919. 


There is little doubt but that California 
prices for fuel oil will remain firm, being af- 
fected not in the least by the low bids sub- 
mitted to the Shipping Board by various East- 
ern and Mexican operating and refining com- 
panies for deliveries at Atlantic ports. The 
California bids were $1.60 at San Francisco 
and Los Angeles harbor, $1.85 at Portland 
and Seattle, and $2.15 at Honolulu. 

The fact that under the Shipping Board's 
specifications either oil of low gravity or 
residuum was acceptable, throws the Atlantic 
coast open to Mexico's low grade crude. The 
call for bids did not specify what proportion 
of the 3,400,000 barrels wanted was to be 
awarded the Pacific coast. However, with 
the stocks in California barely 35 per cent. 
of what they were two years ago, with no 
great prospects of any adequate permanent 
increase in production and the home market 
growing all the time, California companies 
could no tpossibly cut prices. 

It has finally been decided by the Federal 
Oil Inspection Board, which recently made 
an advanced scale of wages, to have this wage 
award stand as it was proposed. Although 
there have been protests from both oil work- 
ers and operators, the board will not modify 
or amend the award at the request of either 
party until the same has been put into actual 
operation. If anything develops then the 
board will be in a more advantageous posi- 
tion to judge the merits of the case while 
the new scale is actually in operation. 

During the past week work continued at a 
normal rate, a slight increase in new work 
having developed. New work, however, is far 
behind as compared to the same period last 
year. Nevertheless, production continues to 
hold up. 


Agency Marketed 17,400,000 Bar- 
rels in 1918. 


The fifteenth annual meeting of the Inde- 
pendent Oil Producers’ Agency of California, 
which marketed approximately one-sixth of 
the petroleum production of California last 
year, was held this week at Bakersfield. The 
general tone of the meeting indicated a health- 
ful condition in the oil industry. The price 
of oil per barrel, $1.23, is firm and will go 
up, if it moves in the near future, was the 
view. Drilling is normal and the labor out- 
look was considered good. 

The Agency, which co-operates with the 
Union Oil Company, of California, in market- 
ing, handled nearly 17,400,000 barrels of oil 
last year, and the net cost of handling this 
oil was a little more than four mills per 
barrel. The total gross revenue of the Agency 
was $25,560,000, and the net credit and pay- 
ment to Agency members was_ $14,857,000. 
Agency stocks increased 288,000 barrels dur- 
ing the year. The balance to the credit of 
the Agency on December 31, 1918, was $150,- 
985, and at the close of the preceding year, 
$117,796. 

The Agency represents the independent oil 
producers of Kern and Fresno counties. Its 
marketing arrangement with the Union Oil 
Company is under the name of the Producers’ 
Transportation Company. It has pipelines to 
Port Hartford, in San Luis Obispo, and to the 
coast. The production has steadily grown dur- 
ing the past few years. Next to the Standard 
it is the largest producing company in the 
State, followed by the Associated, S. P., Royal 
Dutch Shell, Santa Fe and General Petroleum, 
in order.

The 
Southern Pacific wells show comparatively 
small difference in depth, two of them in gee. 
tion 15-22-24, being less than 3,200 feet, and 
the others—one in section 27-31-23 and another 
in section 35-31-23—ranging closely around 
3,000 feet. With the exception of No. 45, in 
section 15-22-24, whose initial production was 
1,935 barrels, none of the Southern Pacific 
wells reached 200 barrels. Of the new pro- 
ducers owned by the Standard Oil Company, 
and both of which are in section 30-32-24, and 
numbered, respectively, 41 and 42, the first 
yielded 200 barrels and the other 60 bartels.

The Southern Pacific and the Shell Company, 
the former leading, made the best records in 
new output in the Coalinga field during Feb- 
ruary, but the combined production of eight 
wells, embracing two belonging to the South- 
ern Pacific Company, two owned by the Shell 
Company, two the property of the Standard 
Oil Company and two operated by the Coalinga 
Star Oil Company and the Good Luck Oil Com- 
pany, respectively. In_ section 31-20-15 the 
Southern Pacific led, with 170 barrels; the 
Shell Company coming next with 100 barrels 
from a well located in section 27-19-15. The 
second well of the Southern Pacific had a yield 
of 75 barrels, while the two Standard Oil Com- 
pany wells and one Shell Company well ranged 
between 30 and 40 barrels. 


Chapman Well Continues Strong. 


The Chapman well in the new Richfield 
field, which came in doing 6,000 barrels 
daily, continues to make a large produc- 
tion. For a time it was pinched down to 
1,800 barrels daily, the flow coming through 
a three-quarter inch opening. After the 
well had been cleaned out and allowed to 
flow into a large sump the production was 
found to be clean enough to flow direct 
into the receiving tanks. It was found, 
however, that it was advisable to loosen up 
the well, and upon so doing it made 3,000 
barrels daily. The well is still an unknown 
quantity in that the flow of oil is coming 
through the 4% casing, even though the 
pipe is not perforated. Also the sand was 
just pierced when the large flow came. 

Wholesale leasing continues around this 
property.

BRITISH COLUMBIA MAKES ALLOTMENT FOR 
PETROLEUM GAS FIELD DEVELOPMENT 


Chatham, Ontario, April 16, 1919. 


incial government’ of British Co- 
hana We setting aside the sum of $50,000 to 

‘ in the development of coal,,petroieum and 
aid ed! gas lying under crown lands. The pur- 
ong the measure is to provide for investi- 
pon of the mineral possibilities in British 
Srumbia close to the Alberta boundary, the 
on position being that the oil and gas forma- 
yr of Alberta extend westward into the 
adjoining province. It has been announced 
that the government intends, not to alienate 
any miuveral resources discovered, but to utilize 
them for the benefit of the province. 

Petroleum secpages have been found at West 
Vancouver, Burnaby and Hatzic. Oil show- 
ings have also been encountered in water wells 
near Langley and Steveston. .In connection 
with the Steveston occurrence, gas was also 
jiscovered, and Sir Boverton Redwood’s analy- 
sis showed this gas similar to that encountere 
in the Ohio fields. Natural gas occurs near 
Blaine, and oil seepages have been reported 
east of that town. ‘The sedimentary rocks of 
the Fraser Valley are estimated to have a 
depth of over 3,000 feet at New Westminster, 
and with a suflicient extent of favorable shales 
there are apparently good possibilities of pe- 
iroleum. Drilling in this area has shown a 
great thickness of conglomerate, which is not 
a favorable condition: but the sedimentary 
rocks have so far been tested to only about a 
third of their potential depth. At Merritt, 
Princeton, Horsefly ard Quesnel there ure ex- 
tensive arees of petroliferous shales, though 
samples terted do not show petroleum in eco- 
nomic guantitics. 

In addition to the drilling in the Flathead 
Valley there have been tests in many other 
parts of the province. Drilling was started 
some years ago on Graham Island, but with- 
out success. Vancouver men have done some 
drilling at Pitt Meadows though without suc- 
cess. Two tests are now drilling in the 
Fraser Valley. One of these, started last year 
by the Spartan Oil Company on district lot 
130, Burnaby district, is reported down over 
1,000 feet. The Empire Oil and Natural Gas 
Company of Vancouver has a test still drilling 
near Aldergrove, in the Langley district. The 
location is on the Agur farm, thirty-five miles 
from Vancouver, at the junction of Yale and 
Otter roads. The test was started with a 
Keystone outfit ard carried down close to 1,000 
feet, when a 40 horsepower standard rig, 
capible of heavy drilling, was installed. Some 
gas showings are claimed, but the drillers 
look for the oil sand around 1,000 feet, which 
should be reached early in May. 

The government exploration scheme is pri- 
marily intended, however, to help the devel- 
opment of oil possibilities in Northern British 
Columbia, in that part of the province con- 
tiguous to the Peace River field of Northern 
Alberta. The Alberta drilling in this section, 
close to Peace River village, has developed 
what locks like a small pumping production in 
several wells, and the productive formations 
are believed to exterd across the provincial 
line into Northern British Columbia. Several 
years ago ithe Lord Rhondda interests drilled 
for oil at Peace River Falls, a considerable dis- 
tance west of the present Peace River loca- 
tions. In this drilling favorable indications 
were encountered, but the drillers encountered 
ealt water under great pressure which pre 
vented drilling to any depth. Further north, 
toward the Mackenzie basin, conditions are 
considered even more favorabel. Charles Cam- 
sell, of the Dominion Geological Survey, has 
expressed the opinion that in the Mackenzie 
basin and contiguous te rritory there are 350,000 
Square miles of geological formations favor- 
able to petroleum 
Immediate work under the government 
scheme will, however, probably be limited to 
the Peace River district of Northern British 
Columbia 
Application has been made to the British 
Columbia Government by the D'Arcy Explora- 
tion Company, which is said to be controlled 
by the British Government, for the exclusive 
right to drill for oil in this territory over an 
area of sixty square miles. ‘The company has 
offered to pay a royalty of 12% per cent. on 
any production secured. ‘The D'Arcy Explora- 
tion Company is reported to be closely affil- 
lated with the Anglo-Persian Oil Company, 
and it is claimed that the British Government 
owns 62 per cent. of the capital stock. No 
decision has yet been announced regarding the 
application. 





Peace River Operations. 


There is every evidence of a renewal of 
activity this spring in the Peace River district 
of Northern Alberta. A survey of this fleld 


shows that nine wells are already drilled or 
drilling. The locations are as follows:— 
Peace River Oil Company, No. 1 (McArthur), 
Section 31-85-20-5; Peace River (McArthur), 
No. 2, section 24-85-21-5; Three Creeks Oil 
Company, No. 1, section 11-85-21-5; Consoli- 
dated Oilfields, Ltd., river lot 9, Peace River 
townsite; Tar Island Oil and Gas Company, 
Section 21-85-21-5; Northern Pacific Oil Com- 
pany, section 11-85-21-5; Community Oils, Ltd., 
Section 23-85-21-5; Peace River (McArthur), 
No. 8, section 4-85-21-5; Victory Oil Company 
(formerly Albersas), west Peace River, at west 
end of the C. CG. R. bridge. 

In addition to these nine tests, there is a 











test now drilling for the S. E. Slipper Syndi- 
cate at High Prairie, on the supposed con- 
necting line between the Peace River and 
Viking fields. ‘This location is a couple of 
hundred miles from Peace River village. 

McArthur No. 3 has been drilling for several 
weeks this spring. It started drilling last fall 
and made 900 feet of hole in thirty working 
days of ten hours each. Drilling in the Peace 
River field has been rapid compared with that 
at Calgary, and operators now calculate that 
with a good drilling outfit and a good crew 
a depth of 1,000 feet can be drilled in the 
Peace River field inside of sixty days. Mc- 
Arthur No. 3 shut down last October at 960 
feet, having reached the first sand. This 
spring the second sand was struck at 1,028 
feet, with a good showing of oil. The same 
rig was used here as with No. 1 and No. 2 
wells. It is reported that after finishing No. 3 
well the McArthur people will go back to 
No. 2 and drill through the salt water and 
gas which compelled the temporary abandon- 
ment of that well. 


Work to Be Resumed. 


All the companies in the field are prepar- 
ing to resume work. The Three Creeks Oil 
Company, section 11-85-21-5, is down 1,045 
feet in the third sand and below the salt 
water and has a good show of oil. The Tar 
Island Oil and Gas Company, section 21-85- 
21-5, is down 972 feet, and has bailed be- 
tween fifty and 100 barrels of heavy crude. 
The Northern Pacific Oil Company, section 
11-85-21-5, shut down last fall at 940 feet 
before reaching the second sand. This com- 
pany is reported to be bringing in a second 
outfit. The Consolidated Oilfields, Ltd., Peace 
River townsite, is drilling in the second oil 
sand at 1,128 feet. This company is bringing 
in two additional outfits and plans to drill ten 
wells this season. The Consolidated is the 
furthest south of the nine wells, and the 
furthest north is McArthur No. 1, the distance 
being approximately thirteen miles. All the 
wells are located on the river flats, which are 
about 1,000 feet below the general level of the 
country. 


The outlook points to considerable new 
drilling. The Imperial Oil Company has two 
rigs at Edmonton to be brought to Peace 
River this spring, and have 10,000 acres of 
leases in the Heart River Valley, where work 
will be started this year. Five wells will be 
drilled across the face of the town also this 
season, one on the Smoky River and another 
near McArthur No. 38. 


In the 13-mile stretch between the Con- 


-solidated well and McArthur No. 1 there are 


five wells below the 1,000-foot level. These 
are the three McArthur wells, the Consoli- 
dated and the Three Creeks No. 1. The Tar 

Island and Northern Pacific are down close 
to 1,000 feet. These seven wells show a re- 
markable similarity in geological conditions 
over the entire distance. There are two oil 
sands in the first 1,000 feet of drilling. The 
first is a thin sand yielding comparatively 
little oil. ‘The second sand yields oil more 
freely. ‘Toward the north there is more gas 
indicated than toward the south, While the 
valley dips toward the north, the underlying 
formations seem to dip to the south. Conse- 
quently the depth at which the oil sands is 
reached are greater toward the southerly end 
of the field. A heavy flow of salt water under- 
lies the second sand in all the wells drilled. 

The drilling passes successively through sur- 
face formation, clay, sandy shales, sandstone 
bands and shales, the latter about 300 feet. 
‘Toward 850 feet a heavy flow of gas is struck. 
The first oil sand comes between 900 and 950 
feet, the oil not flowing freely. From 950 to 
960 feet hard bands of shale are encountered. 
Between 960 and 1,030 feet comes the second 
oil sand, with a moderate production in- 
dicated; from 1,030 to 1,045 feet the salt water 
vein, and below 1,045 feet a third sand, the 
upper 10 feet unproductive, but the lower 40 
feet giving a free flow of oil, with a lot of 
gas. 

The Peace River Oil Operators’ Association 
was organized recently, the membership in- 
cluding the majority of the oil men active in 
the field. The officers are:—Prasident, A. M. 
Slack; vice-president, Geo. E, McLeod; secre- 
tary-treasurer, O. J. Laing; Executive Com- 
mittee, W. C. Goffatt, A. R. Wallace, Jas. 
Campbell, and John Drader. i 

It is reported that the Rhondda interests will 
resume work in the Peace River field this 
year. Dowager Viscountess Rhondda, her 
daughter, Lady Mackworth, and party, will 
visit the field in July, at which time arrange- 
ments for development work will probably be 
made. The Rhondda interests did some drill- 
ing at Peace River Falls several years ago, 
but did not secure oil in commercial quantities, 


Calgary and Western Items. 


In the Calgary fleld of Southern Alberta the 
local refining plants are reported to be plan- 
ning to extend their activities considerably. 
The Southern Alberta Refineries, Ltd., are es- 
tablishing distributing stations at points in 
Southern Alberta. Refining activities are still 
comparatively small. For Mebruary, according 
to figures of the inland revenue office at Cal- 
gary, the gasoline output amounted to 511 
barrels and the kerosene owtput to 244 barrels,

Ontario Gas Regulations. 

The report of the Natural Gas Advisory 
Board for Ontario has at last been brought 
down in the Ontario Legislature and is be 
ing made the basis for legislation empow 
ering the Department of Lands, Forests 
and Mines at Toronto to regulate the nat 
ural gas industry in all its phases 

The report, which is a volume of more 
than 100 printed pages, goes into every de- 
tail of the natusal gas production and dis- 

yi tribution in Western Ontario The recom- 


mendations embodied in the report may be 
summed up as follows: 

“That all natural gas in the province be 
conserved, and that measures be provided 
for the prevention of waste and misuse, al- 
lowing for a variation of treatment as_ be- 
tween the gas fields of the East and West 
(the older and newer fields), which have 
reached different stages of decline and call 
for slightly different treatment. 

“That it appears expedient and neces- 
Sary for the present available supply of 
natural gas to be allotted as far as pos- 
sible for u in homes 

“That all rights under existing agre«

British Columbia Makes Allotment for 
Petroleum Gas Field Develop- 
ment. 


(Continued from page 60E.) 


stems of distribution now _ serving the 
syiylic be preserved; which otherwise would 
ee be rendered useless and of small value, 
owing to th decline and extinction of the 
present fields. : 

wphat consideration be given to the ad- 
justment of rates and the establishment of 
an equitable scale of prices proportionate to 
the cost of discovering, producing and sell- 


ing natural gas, and consistent with the gen- 
eral conditions prevailing in. each district 
and the extent of available supply. 


“That the intelligent allotment of any 
available supply not required for domestic 
use to those classes of industries where its 
economical use would bring the most good, 
should be fully considered. 


“That such supervision be established over 
field operations, looking to co-operation with 
the operators and owners, that methods may 
pe encouraged whereby the extension of the 


life of the field will be the main considera- 
tion.” 

According to the report, natural gas is 
used in some 80,000 homes fn Western On- 


tario, and prior to the restrictions of 1918 
was used by about 500 industries. It is 
stated that Eastern consumers, drawing 
their supplies from the Niagara field, fully 
understand the need of economical use of 
gas; but that consumers from the Kent 
fields have yet to learn this lesson. ‘The 
poard’s finding is that conservation for 
domestic and light manufacturing purposes 
will prolong the life of the fields for many 
years. 

Recommendations are made that property- 
owners abutting on existing lines be sup. 
plied gas, but that no new consumers be 
taken on at any distance from existing lines, 
except they be supplied from new fields. 
An adjustment of the price is also recom- 
mended, taking into consideration that op- 
erators have to meet increased operating 
costs in a declining gas field. These new 
prices should take into consideration the 
peculiar conditions existing in each munici- 
pality; also there should be higher prices 
between May 1 and October 31, than in the 
colder months. The board recommends a 
general prohibition of the use of boosters, and 
of drilling for gas in public places or on 
highways. " 

The legislation based on the report empowers 
the Minister of Lands, Forests and Mines to 
shut off the supply of gas to any company or 
individual, to regulate the use of natural gas 
with machinery, to divide producing fields be- 
tween operating companies, to close any gas 
well or works for the production or transmis- 
sion of natural gas, and generally to control 
the industry with a view to conserving the 
supply. A natural gas commissioner with wide 
powers will be named to enforce the act. 

The new legislation will apply to the Nia- 
gara, Kent, Elgin and all other existing 
fields in Ontario, as well as to any new de- 
velopment, and will probably mean increased 
prices to consumers throughout the province, 
excet perhaps at some oints in Niagara fields, 


Bunker Regulations Modified by the 
War Trade Board. 


Further modification of the bunker 
rules and regulations are announced by 
the War Trade Board, effective at once. 
The practice of issuing bunker licenses for 
each voyage to vessels of the following 


classes has been discontinued :—1. All 
vessels flying the flags of countries asso- 
ciated with the United States in the war. 
2. All vessels owned by the United States 
Shipping Board Emergency Fleet Corpor- 
ation. 3. All vessels under the American 
flag which are engaged exclusively in the 
transportation of mineral oil. Henceforth, 
time bunker licenses will be issued to all 
such vessels valid until revoked and will 
authorize world-wide trading, excepting 
to Germany and Soviet Russia. From 
the foregoing it will be observed that a 
material departure has been made from 
the old procedure by which either a trip 
license for each voyage was required, or 
a license for a specified period of time for 
imited trading limits was issued. For 
urther information regarding the filing 
of applications for time bunker licenses, 
those interested should confer with 
opts of the Bureau of Transportation 
of the War Trade Board or collectors 


of customs at ports where there are no 
such agents. 


Sinclair Oil and Refining Six Months’ 
Net Earnings $8,500,00. 


H. 8. Sinclair, president of Sinclair Oil 
= Refining Company, speaking about 
© operations of the corporation in the 
six months ended December 31, 1918, at 
the annual meeting of stockholders, 
stated that net earnings for six months, 













"before deducting interest and discount, 
depletion and depreciation, amortization 
and Federal taxes, will amount to approx- 
imately $8,500,000. A large installation 
of a cracking process being constructed 
at the East Chicago refinery should be 
completed and in operation during the 
coming summer. Extensions and better- 
ments have been added to other refineries. 
The casing head gasoline plants com- 
pleted and in operation are manufactur- 
ing in excess of 30,000 gallons of gasoline 
a day. Additional units now under con- 
struction will add to this production.” 

The Board of Directors was increased 
from 21 to 31 members, and the following 
added to the directorate:—George H. 
Flinn, O. M. Gerstung, J. C. Hawkins, J.

Petroleum Company with 20,000,000 
Francs Capital Organized in 
Algeria. 


Consul Frost, at Algiers, Algeria, trans- 
mits the articles of incorporation of the 
proposed company to exploit the Algerian 
oil fields. This company, which is cap- 
italized at 20,000,000 francs and has its 
chief headquarters at Algiers, is to be 
known as the “Societe d’Etudes de Rech- 
erches et d’Exploitation des Petroles en 
Algerie.” Sixty-seven per cent. of the 
stock, consisting of 40,000 shares, must 
be held by French citizens. 


Natural Gas of Arkansas and Louisi- 
ana Being Tested by Federal 


Experts. 
Washington, April 18, 1919. 


Investigation of the natural gas in 
Arkansas and Louisiana is being made 
by the Bartlesville, Okla., station of the 
United States Bureau of Mines. This 
work is being done in co-operation with 
the United States Fuel Administration, 
and the investigation is in charge of W. 
P. Dykeman, superintendent of the Bar- 
tlesville station. This station is also 
continuing work on the investigation of 
losses through evaporation of oil in stor- 
age, and data of considerable trade value 
is being recorded.

Carbon Black Industry Studied to Aid 


Gas Conversation. 
Washington, April 18, 1919. 


The carbon black industry is being 
studied by the United States Bureau of 
Mines. The intention is to find out all 
that is possible about this industry so 
that it may be revolutionized and pro- 
duction be secured in a much more eco- 
nomic way. The Pittsburgh office is work- 
ing on the chemical side and the Bar- 
tlesville petroleum experimental plant is 
investigating the field side of the prob- 
lem. It will be recalled that when the 
natural gas conservation campaign in 
West Virginia was at its height one of 
the largest carbon black producers in this 
country was induced to quit that field 
and the carbon black industry was urged 
to locate elsewhere. The Bureau of Mines 
is carrying forward the work started by 
the Fuel Administration, endeavoring to 
preserve the carbon black industry and 
made it more efficient commercially.

State Oil Land Lease Bill Vetoed by 
Governor of Texas. 

Fort Worth, Texas, April 15, 1919. 
vernor Hobby’s veto of Senate Bill 
No '338 has been filed. This bill au- 
thorized the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office to lease the lands owned by 
the State of Texas, under the control and 
management of the Board of Prisoner 
Commissioners, known as penitentiary 
lands, and the land under the control and 
management of the Board of the Institu- 
tion for Training of Juveniles, located in 
Coryell county, to any person, firm or 
corporation desiring the right to prospect 
for and develop petroleum, oil or natural 
gas thereon, providing that said leases 
may be executed under the terms and 
conditions and in the same manner as 
now provided for by law for the leas- 
ing of public free school, university and 

asylum lands. i 
Governor Hobby gave the following 

reasons for vetoing the , 
‘The act is disapproved because, while 
it gives the Prison Commission authority

to lease lands of the prison system to 
prospectors for oil, it at the same time 
prohibits the Prison Commission from 
prospecting at its own expense, the act 
providing that not exceeding $1 may be 
spent for that purpose. 

“If the present system can do its own 
prospecting with its own equipment and 
its own labor, and obtain all of the oil 
produced, it would, in my judgment, be 
a better plan than to enter into the usual 
lease under which the prison system 
would get one-eighth and the lessees 
seven-eighths of the oil produced. 

“The lease plan, however, would be 
preferable to no development. I will sub- 
mit the subject to the called session, to 
the end of enacting a law which will 
permit the prison system to lease the 
lands; also to prospect at its own ex- 
pense.” 


Oil Exhibit Showing Experimental 
Work to Open at Washington, 
May 3. 


Washington, April 18, 1919. 

The Oil Division of the United States 
Bureau of Mines is preparing an inter- 
esting exhibit to be shown in a Depart- 
ment of the Interior exhibit which opens 
May 3. J. H. Wiggins has been called 
from the petroleum experiment station 
of the Bureau of Mines in Bartlesville, 
Okla., to take charge of this exhibit. It 
will attempt to visualize the work of the 
division to advance the best interests of 
the industry. It will contain laboratory 
equipment and show some of the experi- 
mental work. 


Gasoline Price in Texas Cut to 24M4c. 
a Gallon. 


Dallas, Texas, April 18, 1919. 

The Gulf Oil Corporation, by cutting 
2 cents off the price in outside territory 
Thursday, brought retail gasoline price 
in Texas down to 24% cents per gallon 
plus 1 cent at differential points. Other 
companies followed suit in the five chief 
cities of the State. 


Prairie-Texas Pacific Oil Land Deal 
Involves 70,000 Acres in 
Ranger Field. 


Chicago, April 18, 1919. 

Chicago oil men were interested in the 
$15,000,000 deal between the Teexas Pa- 
cific Coal and Oil Company and the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company. The 
transaction is reported to involve 70,000 
acres of land in various parts of the 
Ranger field. The payment of money was 
reported from reliable sources to be 
$4,000,000 cash to the Texas and Pacific 
Company from the Prairie company. The 
latter company, it was said, is to spend 
$3,500,000 on development, and the Texas 
Pacific Company is to get the balance of 
$7,500,000 from the first oil produced. 
After full payment has been made both 
companies are to share equally in the oil 
produced.

Kansas Gas Companies Ask Rehear- 
ing of Supreme Court Decision 


Upholding Public Service 


Commissions. 


Washington, April 18, 1919. 

The United States Supreme Court has 
been asked by the Kansas Natural Gas 
Company and the Kansas City Gas Com- 
pany to grant them a rehearing in the 
matter of the court's recent decision up- 
holding the appeal of the Missouri and 
Kansas Public Service Commissions, and 
against the companies. The decision of 
the higher court had to do with four ap- 


peals made by different groups in the 
matter, and in its decision the Supreme 
Court ruled that natural gas becomes 


subject to intrastate regulation when it 
leaves the main line for general distribu- 
tion. This decision reversed the ruling 
of the lower court in the district of Kan- 
sas, and the cause was remanded for fur- 
ther proceedings accordingly. 


The original case had to do with the 
suspension by the Public Service Com- 
missions of some proposed advances in 


rates which local subsidiary companies of 
the natural gas company contemplated. 
The commissions claimed jurisdiction over 
distribution and sale of gas within their 
States and power to fix the rates which 
local companies should both pay and 
charge therefor, Subsequently the re- 
ceivers for the natural gas company, in 
December, 1915, began a series of actions 
against the Public Service Commissions, 
32 local distributing companies and 47 
cities and towns in the two States. 


Washington State Oil Inspection Law 
Unconstitutional, Supreme Court 


Holds on Standard Oil Appeal. 


Washington, April 18, 1919. 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States in deciding appeals brought by the 
Standard Oil Company, denied the consti- 
tutionality of the Washington State oil 
inspection law of 1917. The Standard 
Oil Company had appealed from decisions 
denlvinge injuction which would restrain 
State officials from enforcing the law. 
Justice Day rendered the decision of the 
court, which held that the act imposed a 
burden on interstate commerce.

between Lehn & Fink, of New York, and

der. 

This sale differs in many respects from 
the sales heretofore made by the Alien 
Property Custodian, in that the Lehn & 
Fink Co. is ‘100 per cent. American,” and 
there are no direct enemy interests— 
stocks or bonds—in the company itself to 
be disposed of. However, such enemy in- 
terest as there may be in the contract 
with Lehn & Fink, under which this com- 
pany has manufactured Pebeco under a 
royalty contract with the German house, 
which royalties have been paid to the 
Federal Trade Commission in license fees. 

Under the contract, which has been rec- 
ognized by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, and which runs for many years 
more, Lehn & Fink are given the sole 
right to manufacture tooth paste under 
the ‘“Pebeco” formula, as well as the sole 
right to the use of the trade-mark itself, 
hence with the full guarantee of the L. 
& F. rights by the Federal authorities, 
the purchasers of any German rights in 
the contract, and in the trade-mark, can 
neither manufacture a tooth paste under 
the contract nor use the trade-mark “Pe- 
beco” until after the expiration of the 
contract time. In other words, the pur- 
chaser buys solely the German rights 
under the contract that would naturally 
go to the Beiersdorf company. In this 
connection it should be known _ also that 
the contract on file with the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian, of which a brief abstract 
was printed in the Reporter of April 14, 
does not represent either the modified roy- 
alty arrangement with the Beiersdorf 
company, nor the existing royalty ar- 
rangement with the F. T. C., since modi- 
fications of the original contract have 
been accepted and have been in force for 
some time.

The Magadi Soda Company, Ltd., 
which has large leases of government 
lands in British East Africa containing 
deposits of natural soda covering an 
area of some 30 square miles and of 
unestimated depth, recently offered for 
subscription £500,000 6 per cent. con- 
vertible registered debentures in 
amounts of £50, £100 and £500, and 
repayable on July 1, 1939, at 105 per 
cent. The company has a capitalization 
of £1,812,500. 


The Texas Gulf Sulphur Company, 
which recently increased its capital 
stock from $1,000,000 to $3,000,000, has 
just begun operating its third well or 
shaft, increasing the daily output of 
raw sulphur to 1,600 tons. Other wells 
are being sunk and will be connected 
with the big boiler plant as rapidly as 
they are finished. The company is con- 
structing storage and shipping facilities 
at Texas City and will make that port 
its ocean-going shipping point. It ex- 
pects to handle not less than 200,000 
tons of sulphur a year through Texas 
City in addition to its rail shipments.

puring th« past week the drug mar- 
ket followed the path which events of 
the past month had clearly defined as 
likely to result from conditions. The 
trend affected practically every group 
in the market. While the prices re- 
yealed lower levels generally, certain 
elements in the several sections dis- 
played strength beyond that expected 
py the trade. 

Ergot, buchu and rhubarb were the 
prominent features of the crude drug 
ction. The situation in ergot turns 
entirely on the ability of importers to 


secure supplies from the Japanese 
market. The material itself has been 
gathered in two countries—Spain, 


which at the moment is offering prac- 
tically nothing to the spot, and Euro- 
pean Russia, which is closed so far as 
direct shipment is concerned, but open 
through Japan by the energy of Jap- 
anese commercial representatives, who 
penetrated the Russian districts and 
forwarded supplies to Nippon. During 
the past week cables carrying more or 
less firm offers for prompt shipment 
material reached the spot at a time 
when manufacturers of extract of ergot 
were demanding supplies. Actual 
stocks on the spot have become prac- 
tically exhausted owing to heavy de- 
mand from such sources. Quotations 
to arrive were heard at prices varying 
between $1.90 and $2.50 per pound. In- 
cidentally, Japan at the present time 
is willing to pay as high as $7 per 
ounce for the manufactured product. 
So far as can be learned, Spain has 
ceased to be a factor in the situation, 
and for some time the key to develop- 
ments must rest with the Kingdom of 
the Rising Sun. 

The situation in buchu leaves and 
rhubarb root is comparable as con- 
cerns scarcity of supplies. Factors on 
the spot declared the market virtually 
drained of prompt shipment goods, al- 
though there are reported arrivals of 
moderate stocks. These have not 
reached the open market, however, as 
contracts written months ago account- 
ed for a good share of the entries. The 
situation in rhubarb is particularly 
bad. High dried root sold as high as 
$1.50 per pound and was quoted out 
firm at $1.75 per pound by some fac- 
tors in the spot market. The situation 
is thought to be temporary and read- 
justment in prices is thought certain 
to follow the arrival of supplies now 
believed to be afloat. These three ma- 
terials led the crude drug. section 
throughout the period. 


_Among the drugs and pharmaceu- 
ticals, opium and its derivatives, the 
citrates, quicksilver and quinine were 
among the prominent materials. An 
arrival of approximately 150 cases of 
gum opium served to still further 
weaken the spot market. While some 
factors in Smyrna cabled instructions 
to the consignees in New York to the 
effect that their gum be withdrawn 
from sale, others directed sales to be 
effected as low as 25s. per pound in 
bond. There were probably no sales 
throughout the week, as practically all 
sellers are awaiting the development of 
an export market to relieve the flooded 
situation on the New York spot. The 
position of morphine improved to the

OPIUM. 


During the week owners of gum 
opium now in the United States cabled 
to representatives holding the material 
on consignment to dispose of the same 
at 25s. per pound. At present rates 
of exchange this would make a laid 
down, duty paid, quotation of $8.75 
per pound. At this figure the con- 
signee reported no sales, nor any im- 
mediate prospect of any. 

To further weaken the situation, 
during the week there were reported 
arrivals of at least 137 cases of gum 
opium on the steamship Pensacola. 
In addition to this, the Western Belle 
had not docked up to the time of this 
writing, nor were any reports available 
as to the amount on the Western 
Plain. Both boats were known to have 
opium aboard. One importer stated 
that he knew of at least 24 cases on 
the Western Plain. Another received 
advices to the effect that consign- 
ments were being sent him upon the 
steamship Mary Ann. 

Beyond the fact that there is no buy- 
ing at the moment, very little remains 
to be reported. There are several in- 
quiries in the market for supplies, but 
especial conditions are thrown around 
them, such as high morphia content, 
designated color, and degree of plas- 
ticity. Of the particular variety wanted 
on these orders, the stocks which ar- 
rived recently provide but a minimum 
supply of the same, and all practically 
rest in one seller’s hands, 

So far as might be learned during 
the week, gum arriving on the Mer- 
curius has not as yet cleared the ap- 
praiser’s stores and been taken to 
bonded warehouse. Hence it is not 
available for sampling or examination. 
This has undoubtedly operated against 
the movement of supplies. It always 
takes several days to complete the gov- 
ernment’s requirements on opium, such 
as appraisal and test, and importers 
stated that the present condition is not 
unusual, considering the size of ar- 
rivals. 

One ray of hopeful light has been 
shed into the situation by the favorable 
turn of the peace negotiations in Paris. 
It seemed certain at the end of the 
week that peace might reasonably be 
expected to become a fact at least by 
the end of May, if not before. Import- 
ers and holders of gum opium on con- 
signment in the New York market were 
prone to feel that with a return to 
peace conditions demand for gum 
opium in Europe will develop a consid- 
erable export demand. It was further 
stated that the natural result would be 
at least partial recovery on the spot. 

However, at the close of the spot 
market all advices in New York, as 
well as from Constantinople, Salonika 


and Smyrna, pointed to a continued 
depression, no buying, and a willing- 
ness of primary market owners to 
move certain supplies at $8.75 per 


pound, duty paid and laid down in New 
York. Certain other lots—probably 
high test goods—-were withdrawn from 
sales possibility by cable from the pri- 
mary market.

De- 
mand is reported fair, especially for 
export. Buyers’ ideas might be well 
reflected in several bids on the basis 
of 5c. per pound, but apparently this 
was too low for sellers. American 
manufacturers are still behind in their 
contracts and, while supplying their 
preferred trade with amounts of sul- 
phate proportionate to their consump- 
tion in times of plenty, are still not in 
a position in which command of the 
market is expected to be transferred 
from the resale market. They contin- 
ued to quote 80c. per pound on the 
sulphate in 100-ounce lots. 


ALCOHOL. 


Refiners’ selling agents reported that 
the crude wood alcohol distilleries are 
still operating on but a restricted basis. 
Owing to the presence of large stocks 
of charcoal and acetate of lime—it is 
intimated that they have not been ma- 
terially reduced since the end of de- 
mand for munition purposes—there is 
little expectation of production improv- 
ing sufficiently to make possible an in- 
crease in supplies. Some competition 
is being made by resellers of outside 
supplies, but actually there is very 
little of such material to be had. De- 
natured alcohol remains dull on the 
basis of previous figures. Supplies are 
ample; in fact, over-abundant at the 
moment and absorption not sufficient 
to bring out improvement. Prices at 
the close of the trading period were as 
follows: —Wood, 95 per cent, $1.28@ 
1.30; 97 per cent., $1.31@1.33; purified, 
$1.53@1.55 per gallon. Denatured, 180- 


proof, 40@42c.; 188-proof, 42@44c.; 
second hands, 38@40c. per gallon. 
GLYCERINE. 


The market has been dull and life- 
less. Few, if any, sales were made on 
domestic account, and for export only 
a limited amount of business was re- 
ported. As indicative of the decline of 
export business, the following statis- 
tics may be cited:—For the month of 
February, 1919, the government report- 
ed domestic exports in the amount of 
335,187 pounds. This compares with 
1,227,606 pounds in February, 1918. 
Chemically pure goods have moved in 
a routine and jobbing manner. Soap- 
lye and saponification were slightly 
changed in sellers’ views, but not as 
concerns those of refiners. Dynamite 
still remained the most attractive pur- 
chase. The closing quotations were:— 
Cc. P., 164%4@17c.; dynamite, 15% @16c.; 
soaplye, 9144@10c.; saponification, 10% 
@llc. per pound.

Chicago’s glycerine market registers no 
marked change from last week’s condition. 
Dynamite glycerine remains at 15%c., f. o. b. 
shipping point. Demand for crude glycerine 
was constant, with prices continuing at the 
old status. Chemically pure glycerine was 
said to bring 16c., while Twitchell crude 
soaplye, basis 88 per cent., was sold at 7%@8c., 
loose, f. o. b. shipping point. In general, the 
demand is not very vigorous this week. 


ACIDS. 


Decline in the manufacturers and 
second-hand quotations on citric acid 
was the feature of the week. The mar- 
ket on this material was nervous at 
the close. Tartaric remained quotably 
unchanged 


CARBOLIC.—See Acids, Chemical 
Market. 
CITRIC.—Manufacturers of citric 


acid on the spot reduced their quota- 
tions to a basis of $1.19 per pound 
during the period. The movement 
came as a result of, first, a lowering 
of the exchange rate as concerns Ital- 
lan lire, and, second, the presence of 
rather large quantities of citrate of 
lime recently entered. Further, im- 
portations of fair-sized quantities of 
citric acid of foreign manufacture 
Served to hold the market under com- 
petition from second hands. During 
the week such sellers quoted as low as 
$1.14, and as high as $1.17 per pound. 
The market closed quieter with buyers 
looking for a continued decline and 
hence holding off from major pur- 
chases. 

TARTARIC.—No material change 
was reported in the position of tar- 
taric acid on the spot. With the eas- 
ing of citric acid, some sellers of tar- 
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taric were apparently looking for some 
diminution in demand for tartaric. For 
some time past consumers when pos- 
sible have been substituting tartaric 
for citric and with a turn of citric 
toward lower prices, some falling off 
in consumption of tartaric was ex- 
pected. During the past week, such 
has not proved the case and manufac- 
turers pointed out that citric acid still 
stands at a figure which makes tar- 
taric still an attractive buy. The clos- 
ing quotations were on the basis of 
861%, @87%c. per pound. 


BOTANICALS. 


Ergot is the leading item in the group 
and closed the week strong in the 
prompt position. Dragon’s blood reeds 
are easier on recent importations. 
Manna holds firm and developing to- 
ward a nominal position. Nux vomica 
is lower. 

AGAR AGAR.—The spot situation at 
the close of the week is considerably 
easier. Several factors have been buy- 
ing in the London market, which 
seems well stocked at the moment and 
able to offer goods at prices which 
make shipment offers from Japan di- 
rect unattractive to importers. London 
has been quoting approximately at 
2s. 3d. for No. 1 Kobe strip of finest 
quality. Prices on the New York spot 
were as follows at the close:—No. 1, 
78@80c.; No. 2, 75@77c.; No. 3, 65@75c. 
per pound. 


ALOIN.—The material has met a 
routine demand during the week, and 
prices ruled without change at the 
close of the trading period. Several 
factors mentioned $1@1.10 per pound 
as representative of spot ideas at the 
end of the week. 


BALM OF GILEAD BUDS.—The ma- 
terial has been in quiet request during 
the week. Sellers reported business on 
the basis of 75c.@$1 per pound ,accord- 
ing to quality. 

DRAGON’S BLOOD. —Importations 
of late have served to ease off the mar- 
ket on spot. At the close of the week 
reeds were being offered at $3@3.50 
per pound, while the mass was noted 
at 35@40c. per pound. Stocks, however, 
are not so large as to lead sellers to 
look for major revisions at the mo- 
ment. 


ERGOT.—Stocks on the spot have 
shrunken steadily despite the fact that 
fairly generous arrivals on the Pacific 
Coast were thought to make possible a 
lower basis of business. Manufacturers 
are taking practically any offerings the 
price of which is within reason. In the 
arrival position, cabled offers contin- 
ued to reach the spot at prices which, 
if the goods could certainly be secured, 
would undoubtedly prove attractive to 
dealers in the New York market. As 
matters stand at the close of the week, 
there is very little material obtainable 
at less than $3 per pound, although 
there are rumored offerings on the 
basis of $2.50 per pound. 

MANNA.—Supplies have dwindled 
severely of late, and at the moment 
sellers find the material very scarce 
and held firmly for higher prices at the 
close of the market. Large flakes closed 
at $1.30 per pound, while the small 
stood at 75@80c. per pound. 

NUX VOMICA.—Stocks are top 
heavy. Supply is stated to be vastly 
greater than demand at the moment, 
and this has forced further revisions 
in quotations on prompt delivery ma- 
terial. The close was at 7@8c. per 
pound for buttons, while the powdered 
goods were reported at 12@13c. per 
pound. Advices received from Cal- 
cutta, India, stated that stocks are 
light and supplies withheld. For small 
ready parcels holders quote Rs. 7-12 to 
Rs. 8 per B. md., weight, loose, accord- 
ing to grades for gross buttons.

into consumption. It was pointed out 
that of the arrival a fair proportion 
already had been sold when the leaves 
were yet in the shipment position. 
Several fair-sized lots are stated to be 
in the shipment position or afloat fair- 
ly close by, and importers are expect- 
ing a slight easing off of affairs when 
such are available on the spot. The 
close of the market was very firm on 
the basis of $2.75@3 per pound, with 
more sellers quotinig the outside posi- 
tion than there were factors actually 
doing business at the lower figure. 


BELLADONNA.—The leaves are in 
bad shape from sellers’ point of view. 
The primary market growers are stated 
to be underquoting the spot market 
sharply, and large consumers are 
hence doing business direct with the 
growers. On the spot 45@50c. per 
pound was quoted, but it was thought 
probable that somewhat better than 
this could be done with a firm order 
in hand. 


HENBANE.—According to the spot 
advice of the week, the market is 
weaker at the close owing to a lack of 
demand, which is serving to develop 
considerable selling pressure among 
the weak holders of supplies. Prices 
at the close were noted at 65c.@$1 per 
pound, according to the seller and 
quality of offerings. 


LAUREL.—A cut of % cent per 
pound in the spot quotations came out 
during the period, and a firm order in 
hand likely would be accepted at a 
price rather lower than the quotations 
generally offered at the close of the 
market. Final figures were mentioned 
at 9%@10%c. per pound. 

MARJORAM.—According to promi- 
nent operators on the spot, the mate- 
rial was hampered throughout the pe- 
riod, and at the close of the week 
offers on the basis of 49@5lc. per 
pound were to be found, while sales 
were actually consummated on the 
basis of 50c. per pound, and without 
trouble. There are said to be rather 
ample shipments being offered from 
abroad, and foreign shippers have 
become more or less educated to 
the idea that adulterations must be 
kept out of material moving to the 
markets of the United States. Ac- 
cording to statements during the week, 
recent arrivals were more or less free 
from the objectionable matter which 
has in the past caused rejections by 
the customs authorities. 

SAGE.—For the moment the mate- 
rial seems to have hardened on the 
basis of 11%c. per pound for good 
Greek stemless, and 11@12c. per pound 
for the Spanish stemless. Demand is 
fairly active at the present levels and 


‘have proved attractive to actual con- 


sumers. With the arrival of further 
supplies, however, sellers look for sell- 
ing pressure to develop. 

SAVORY.—Although the market is 
reported steady at the moment, there 
were buyers who stated that sales had 
been made on the basis of 20c. per 
pound in 10-bale lots of the French 
offerings. At the close 2l1c. per pound 
was generally quoted at an open mar- 
ket figure, at which sellers were glad 
to accept business. 

SENNA.—Tinnevelly senna _ leaves 
were offered on the basis of 12@20c. 
per pound, according to variety, qual- 
ity and seller. The present spot mar- 
ket is dull and fairly well supplied with 
offerings of this variety of senna. Pods 
remained quotably unchanged from the 
previous revision to 10@12c. per pound. 

THYME.—Supplies are in fair shape, 
but no change in prices are noted at 
the close of the period. French leaves 
remain steady at 14@l5c. per pound, 
while the Spnish offerings are meeting 
with a good request at 11@12c. per 
pound. 


Roots. 


Rhubarb root was the feature of the 
week and the price has reached almost 
prohibitive heights. Arrivals are re- 
ported rolling to the spot and this is 
expected to at least provide supplies. 
At the moment, there is actually very 
little material here. 

ALETRIS.—Sales of the root were 
made on the basis of 60c. per pound 
during the past week and, according 
to all sellers, the market is holding 
firm at this figure. Demand is along 
the line of actual necessity. Con- 
sumers for the most part deal only 
when replacement absolutely drives 
them into the market at present prices. 

ARNICA.—The material is practical- 
ly nominal on the spot and prices on 
the basis of $1@1.05 per pound are 
stated to mean very little. Demand 
is steady for routine quantities and 
sellers’ views gradually strengthened 
as the period grew to a close. 

BELLADONNA.—According to test, 
there are offers on the basis of $1@ 
1.60 per pound. Overproduction has 
forced a weak market on spot and 
sellers state that under the keen com- 
petition which the growers have de- 
veloped under their practice of offers 
made direct to the manufacturing con- 
sumers, spot business has dwindled 
steadily. The close was dull and un- 
interesting.

DRUG REPORTER 


HEMLOCK.—tThere apparently was 
very little oil of hemlock available on 
the spot at less than $1.10 per pound. 
Sellers stated that the position was 
firm at this figure, and that no diffi- 
culty was being experienced in secur- 
ing the price. 

LEMON.—The primary market is 
weak, and the condition is fully re- 
fiected on the spot. Italian exchange 
has fallen so sharply of late as tomake 
possible the constant revisions as to 
selling price on spot. London offers on 
that spot vil at 5s. 3d.@5s. 6d. per 
pound. On the New York spot, $1.25@ 
1.35 per pound. 


MACE.—A sharp cut has been made 
in recent quotations on oil of mace, 
distilled. At the close of the trading 
period it was possible to buy on the 
basis of $1.90 per pound. Owing to 
the more favorable position of primary 
market quotations, as well as the con- 
tinued forward movement of supplies 
to the spot, the situation closed easy at 
the figures mentioned. 

NUTMEG.—The material declined 
to the basis of $1.90 per pound during 
the period and free offerings were to be 
had at this position. Demand was re- 
ported conventional at the present time 
and for the most part, consumers in 
quantity view the market as not having 
reached the bottom. 

PEPPERMINT.—No material change 
is reported in the peppermint oil situa- 
tion on the spot. Prices remain virtually 
in nominal position with the primary 
market reported practically cornered. 
Supplies are centered in few hands, and 
are said to be very meager. Closing 
quotations were noted at $9@9.50 per 
pound for natural, $10@10.25 per pound 
for oil in bottles; and $9.50@10 per 
pound for the rectified material. 

TERPINEOL.—Manufacturers  con- 
tinue to name 75@8b5c. per pound in 
drums, and 85@95c. per pound in cases. 
Production is still behind the demand, 
according to views held on the spot. 
The close was quiet, but very firm at 
the above prices. 

WINTERGREEN.—An advance in 
the quotation on oil of sweet birch was 
announced during the period. Owing 
to the meager supply on spot, values 
all tend toward higher levels. Final 
figures were noted at $5.50@5.75 per 
pound. Snythetic material is quotably 
unchanged at 35@50c., the inside quo- 
tation applying on 1,000 pound lots with 
smaller quantities prices at higher fig- 
ures. Genuine oil of leaf gaultheria is 
virtually nominal on the spot. Quota- 
tions are higher at $6.50@7 per pound, 
and very little is to be had at even any 
price. 

WORMSEED.—Apparently, sellers in 
the primary market are viewing the 
situation somewhat more _ bullishly. 
Buyers in the New York market at 
least report a disposition to offer less 
goods at the present time. On the 
spot $3.90@4 per pound was appar- 
ently inside at the end of the week. 


SHELLAC. 


According to the spot market import- 
ers there is no material change in the 
shellac situation on the spot. So far 
as nearby material is concerned, the 
market is thought to be rather strong, 
as it has become clear that the sup- 
plies now available will not prove more 
than sufficient to meet demands for 
the period to elapse before the next 
major arrivals from the Far East. Ap- 
parently it is now too late to cable for 
further supplies to be sent forward 
among the April shipments. As a nat- 
ural result, importers have planned 
fairly well as to how far the known 
amounts coming forward may be made 
to go. The last authentic Calcutta 
cables were mentioning 35c. per pound 
for shipment, T. N. 

Considerable speculation has been in- 
dulged in as to the question of sup- 
plies available at the primary market. 
A falling market has been in effect 
for some time past, and it is expected 
that the movement will continue. It 
has been contended that the supply at 
source is not large, and that when 
freedom to buy at Calcutta becomes 
possible to all nations of the worlad— 
especially Germany and the Central 
Powers—at least a retard to the decline 
will be effected. The position of re- 
fuse lac is contended to show that T. N. 
at Calcutta is not overly stocked. Im- 
porters of the refuse material are 
quoted to the effect that they are un- 
able to secure supplies in adequate 
quantity at the source. As the supply 
of refuse lac depends on the amount 
of T. N. available for shipment, this 
is interpreted to mean that overesti- 
mates have been made of the Oriental 
market reserves. At any event, on 
the New York spot the situation con- 
tinues in status quo, with prices ruling 
at the following positions at the close 
of the trading period: — Superfine 
orange 62@64c; fine orange, 58@60c.; 
medium orange, 49@54c.; T. N., 46@ 
47c.; bleached, ground, 46@47c.; bone 
dry, 56@57ec. per pound, 


WAXES. 


A considerable call is reported for 
Japan wax. Several large lots have 
been taken up durinig the week and 
the close of the period was firmer, 
Carnauba was quiet but steady. 

BAYBERRY.—Apparently there is 
nothing available either on the New 
York spot or in producers’ hands. It 
appears that, owing to the high cost of

This compares with 
9c. to 12c. per pound as representing q 
normal price for the commodity 
Cheaper lots, apparently, have been ab. 
sorbed on the spot and the trend o 
affairs has become more active, with 
the natural result of enhancement of 
values. The close at 14c. per pounj 
was firm and well sustained. 


JAPAN DRUG MARKET, 


Tokio, March 10, 1919, 


ATROPINE—Is not very well stocked her, 
but, in sympathy with other drugs, it hs 
grown weaker. The price has declined a trifie 
atropine sulphate being Quoted at 10.50 ya 
per 3% grams. 

CAFFEINE—Is overstocked and hit hard by 
the falling off in demand, which is being a. 
celerated. Caffeine alkaloid is quoted by Tokio 
producers at 13.50 yen per pound, f. 0. b 
Yokohama, which figure is a decline of mor 
than 3 yen as compared with the last high 
mark, 

CAMPHOR—Is quite strong, as demand |: 
improving, While supplies are as restricted a 
ever. In Taiwan producers have obtained a 
increase in the rates of compensation from the 
monopoly bureau, but they are not yet satis 
fied. Shortly they are going to hold a meeting 
to discuss what is to be done with the rapiily 
increasing cost of production. Canes ar 
quoted at 320 yen per picul, while crude can- 
phor oil is quoted at 29 yen per picul. 


CASTOR OIL—Remains dull and _ inactive, 
business in this oil having been almost stoppel 
Holders here quote this oil still at 47 yen per 
picul, but it is only nominal. 


COCAINE—Is a little weaker in sympathy 
with other drugs. Cocaine hydrochloride 's 
quoted at 17.20 yen per ounce by Tokio pn- 
ducers, f. 0. b. Yokohama. 


CODLIVER OIL—Is a trifle up, but it is not 
because demand has improved. Only som 
fluctuations in local business have caused it. 
Tokio holders quote it at 70 yen per 100 pounis. 


HEROIN—Which has maintained its pric 
for some time past, owing to the shortage in 
the visible supply here, is now showing its 
sympathy with other drugs. Its price has com 
down a little, to 43 yen per ounce. 


IODINE—Has declined further with the de 
cline in demand from domestic and foreign 
buyers. It is now quoted at 7.30 yen per 
pound. Potassium iodide remains, however, 
unchanged, the price staying on at 5.80 yen per 
pound. 

JAPAN WAX-—Is completely out of demani 
now, and every arrival adds to the accumt 
lated stock in the market. The price is, there 
fore, deadly immobile, white wax being quoted 
at 48 yen per picul. 

MENTHOL AND PEPPERMINT OIL-Ar 
both in a little active demand from overses 
again, but it is doubted if they can devel 
this encouraging tendency very much mor 
favorably. In the domestic market it is 
lieved that those goods will get more symp 
thetic with other goods in the drug market 
rather than improving further. Menthol cry* 
tals are quoted at 13.50 yen per kin, while 
peppermint oil is 3.10 yen per kin. 

MORPHINE—Is quite weak, and Tokio holé- 
ers offer morphine hydrochloride at 37 yen pt 
ounce. The Japanese Government 
severely attacked by several members in t# 
Hiouse of Representatives of late regarding the 
sale of opium in Taiwan to a manufacturer 
morphine in Tokio as exclusive privilege, but 
the contract for sale is maintained and th 
production of morphine in Japan is being 
creased. In the opium law, however, @ chang 
is being made subject to the approval of the 
Diet. The change consists in absolutely pM 
hibiting the export of opium and its compound 
and restricting its sale to the extreme degrt 
The Home Minister is being authorized to giv? 
licenses for export only when he is convincw 
of the legitimacy of the ultimate use of tl 
goods exported.

On this 
account the prices of the various dye- 
ing extracts are rather weak, and there 
js little doubt that a firm offer on a 
large quantity of almost any of these 
materials would result in some shading 
of the published quotations on the 
goods. Actual price changes, however, 
have been absent from the market in 
most of the items, although extract of 
logwood was reduced about %c. per 
pound in most directions. Holders 
state that until the situation in the 
textile industry is cleared up, they ex- 
pect little in the way of active trading 
in the market. 

The textile mills which a week or so 
ago seemed about ready to commence 
operations on a normal scale have not 
yet been in the market to any extent. 
The principal difficulty being faced by 
these consumers is the labor situation. 
Hardly are strikes settled than new 
ones are called, and the mills in some 
instances are practically at a stand- 
still, while others are running with 
greatly reduced forces of workers. 
Until this situation is settled to the 
satisfaction of the workers there is 
apparently no prospect that the dye 
trade will experience much activity. 

Supplies of some of the imported 
items on the list are in some demand 
on account of the continued scarcity of 
these materiais in the market. Chinese 
egg albumen continues to be in a 
strong position on spot, and it is hard 
to locate supplies. The difficulty of 
obtaining goods in the primary market 
which will pass the United States cus- 
toms is partly responsible for this 
shortage. Supplies available are held 
by dealers at high prices, and it is 
very doubtful if better than $2 per 
pound could be done during the week. 
The arrival of a cargo of divi-divi was 
hailed by the trade as an opportunity 
to secure better values for this mate- 
rial, but two days after the arrival of 
the ship the market was as bare of 
supplies as before. 


New Zealand is about to offer a new 
series of natural dyes in the market, 
although it probably will be some little 
_time before they secure any place in 
the spot trading. Experiments have 
shown that the several species of cop- 
rosma which abound in the islands can 
be utilized for dyestuffs very readily. 
Colors of this new dyestuff range from 
yellow, brown and red to black, and 
reports of the New Zealand Depart- 
ment of Agriculture state that it is 
particularly suitable for use on wool. 
The dyes, with the exception of the yel- 
low, are fast and durable, even after 
prolonged exposure to severe weather, 
and are so easily handled that they 
should be valuable as a home dye, even 
if they do not immediately take their 
place in commercial dyeing operations. 

The chemical list has been quiet and 
weak during the trading period and the 
demand for the dyeing chemicals has 
been rather lighter than was the case 
during the former week. The bichro- 
mates are particularly unsteady and 
prices again declined on the soda salt, 
while producers have reduced the pot- 
wh grade as well. Export demand 
Wa8 very little in evidence and only 
small orders were received from the 
domestic trade in most instances.

Supplies are being offered in 
good volume in most directions and 
prices are steady at recently prevail- 
ing levels. Sales on the basis of 65 
@70c. per pound were reported during 
the week. 

BICHROMATES.—There has’ been 
little activity in the marketing for the 
bichromates during the week and new 
low levels were reached in the trading. 
Bichromate of soda was offered in the 
spot market at 9%c. per pound in most 
directions, although producers in some 
instances, were unwilling to shade 10c.

ZINC DUST.—There has been no 
further change in the quotations of 
the leading factors in the market for 
this material. Sales at 10c. per poupd for 
the low grade of the material were 
made during the week. Other factors 
were consistent in their refusal to 
quote at less than 12c. per pound on 
their supplies. Finer screenings of the 
goods commanded the usual premiums. 


NATURAL DYESTUFFS. 


ALBUMEN.—-Supplies of Chinese 
egg albumen are very limited on spot 
and such as are to be had are com- 
manding high prices in the market. 
Quotations on goods to arrive are at- 
tractive, but there is great difficulty 
in securing goods which will pass the 
customs. The domestic egg albumen 
is rather quiet and sales down to $1.70 
per pound were heard, while the Chin- 
ese variety commands up to $2 per 
pound. Blood albumen is in good re- 
quest and quotations are steady at 
60@70c. per pound, the inside being for 
domestic material. Vegetable albumen 
is quiet, but prices are still held at the 
old levels of 68@70c. per pound. 

ANNATTO.— There are reports in 
the market of offerings of the seed 
variety of annatto at lower than the 
current prices as quoted. There is, 
however, no confirmation of these re- 
ports in actual transaction in the ma- 
terial. Supplies are being offered free- 
ly, however, and there is apparently 
little interest among the buyers. The 
line grade of the material is offered 
at 32@33c. per pound by the leading 
factors, with little interest in evidence. 

BRAZIL WOOD.—TtThere are only 
very small supplies of this material 
in the market and spot goods are held 
at high prices by the holders of the 
material. It is doubtful if better than

It remains to be seen 
whether or not the knowledge that 
there will be no change in price next 
month will result in an increase in the 
demand or not. 

The nitrate situation is a peculiar 
one. During the war Great Britain and 
this country, to provide for war neces- 
sities, took over the entire production 
of Chile. The end of the war found 
pth of these countries with large 
stocks on hand, and they are now hold- 
ing up the trade until they can get 
rid of their accumulations. The result 
is that the producers in Chile have had 
to close down, and a most serious situ- 
ation has resulted in that country. The 
government of Chile has sent a dele- 
gation to this country to see what can 
be done to relieve the situation, and 
on another page of this issue will be 
found an interesting statement con- 
cerning the matter from the head of 
the committee. 

There is a good export demand for 
sulphate of ammonia, and an increas- 
ing domestic demand for the specially 
ground and dried sulphate of ammonia 
prepared for direct application to the 
soil, and which in a previous issue by 
a typographical error was mentioned 
as sulphate of soda. The arrival of 
the first Alsatian potash this week 
created a great deal of interest in the 
trade, although the consignment was 
only 100 tons. There seems to be no 
reason for getting excited over this 
matter, however, for the shipment was 
hardly the forerunner of a movement 
that will change the market situation. 
It is stated, by those who are best in- 
formed, that there will be several hun- 
dred tons more of this material re- 
ceived in the near future from France, 
and that after that there will probably 
be no more received in this country 
for two years at least. When the pot- 
ash fields of Alsace passed into the 
hands of France it was found that 
there was some material ready for 
shipment, and the French government 
decided ‘to allow some of this to be 
exported. It is intended, however, that 
the Alsatian supply shall be reserved 
for the fields of France and the amount 
that will reach this country this year 
will be very small. This potash is be- 
ing offered at about $125 a ton, which 
represents a very great reduction from 
the wartime price. The demand for 


domestic potash is somewhat better 
than it has been, A couple of weeks 
ago there were reports of sales as 


low as $2 a unit, but the price now 
seems fairly steady at $2.50 a unit. 
The demand for American potash has 
been so unsatisfactory, however, that 
there has been a general closing down 
by producers. The Nebraska plants 
are all closed, as are those of the Far 
West. The Utah plants may never be 
reopened, it is said, but, of course, there 
will be a resumption of production in 
Nebraska as soon as there has been a 
Teduction of the accumulated stocks. 
There have been prices well above the 
market paid for small lots of blood and 
tankage this week, which shows how 
Pressing is the demand for this sort 
of fertilizer material in the South.

been good, but it is very doubtful if the 
final analysis will show that a normal 
amount of fertilizer has been used this 
season. 

DRIED BLOOD.—tThere has been a 
good demand for blood, and it is said 
that as high as $6 per unit has been 
paid for small lots on the spot. This, 
however, is not the market. The de- 
mand of the last month has reduced 
stocks to a very great extent, and this 
with the fact that there has been noth- 
ing coming in from South America has 
given the market a very good under- 
tone. The South is the large con- 
sumer of this sort of fertilizer, and the 
shutting off of the Argentine supplies 
because of the Buenos Aires strike 
came just at the time when the mate- 
rial was most needed. The stiffness 
in the market is only on immediate de- 
liveries, for there is a general belief 
that the present price will not hold 
very long. 

FISH SCRAP.—There has been fish- 
ing of the Florida coast for some 
weeks now, although North Carolina 
fishing will not begin until next month. 
The reports indicate that the Florida 
eatch is far from satisfactory. Wet, 
acidulated, is offered at Florida points 
at $5.75 and 75c. per unit. The demand 
is not particularly active. The high 
cost of labor will make the cost of this 
season’s catch just as large as that of 
last season. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—On Tuesday 
the announcement was made that the 
price of nitrate of soda for May would 
be $4.07% per 100 pounds, the same as 
the present price. The government is 
making every effort to dispose of as 
much nitrate as it can, but does not 
seem willing to take the loss that would 
follow a decline to a normal level. That 
the price being asked represents no 
more than the nitrate cost the govern- 
ment has not disputed, but private in- 
terests who were overstocked with dif- 
ferent lines of goods when the armis- 
tice was signed have had to take their 
losses, and there would be no possi- 
bility of nitrate of soda selling at the 
price being asked if it were not for the 
fact that the market is today a gov- 
ernment monopoly. The industry in 
Chile is paralyzed, while this country 
and Great Britain are getting rid of 
their accumulated stocks, and consum- 
ers feel that the price is too high and 
are inclined to buy as little as possible. 
It would cost the government money to 
remove all restrictions and restore open 
competition in this market, but the 
farmer would get the benefit. By mak- 
ing the market a government monopo- 
ly the government is taking an advan- 
tage to work off its accumulated stock 
that the ordinary business man could 
not employ. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There 
continues to be a good demand for sul- 
phate of ammonia for export and there 
is some improvement in the 
demand for domestic consump- 
tion. The fact that there is plenty of 
ship space available from Great Britain 
to the United States and that there is 
none of this material coming would 
seem proof that, although England has 
been supplying its own farmers with 
sulphate of ammonia at a very cheap 
rate right along, it has none for export. 
The price remains unchanged at $4.50 
per 100 pounds in bulk at point of pro- 
duction. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—There is a 
fairly good demand for acid phosphate, 
the export demand being better than 
that for domestic consumption. The 
demand from Scandinavian countries 
is good. The price is $15.50 in this 
market. This is for the 16 per cent. 
goods. In Baltimore 14 per cent. acid 
phosphate is offered at $14.50. The 
present price is considerably cheaper 
than the price this time last year, and 
considerably higher than the price this 
time two years ago. It is undoubtedly 
true, however, that there has been a 


considerable increase in the cost of 
production during the last two years. 
PHOSPHATE ROCK.—The  phos- 


phate rock market is still waiting for 
an improvement in the shipping situa- 
tion. A reduction in ocean freight 
rates would mean much to this indus- 
try. Last month there were no exports 
of land pebble from Florida, and only 


5,370 tons of hard rock were sent 
abroad. Prices are nominally un- 
changed, but the market will remain 


very quiet until there is an increase in 
the export movement. 


POTASHES. 

The producers of domestic potash 
have organized and will ask the United 
States Government to take some ac- 
tion to protect the industry. Just now 
the producing plants are practically 
all closed down, but this is not because 
there has as yet been any competition 
from abroad. A small consignment of 
Alsatian potash arrived here this week,

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are on the way. There has not been 
any movement yet of sufficient impor- 
tance to effect the marketing of the 
American product, and the production 
has had to temporarily suspend, simply 
because consumers have not been will- 
ing to pay the price asked, and have 
allowed large stocks to pile up on the 
hands of the producers. The American 
producers intend to ask for some pro- 
tection against foreign potash, but the 
large stocks have piled up and the 
producers forced to suspend at a time 
when there was no foreign goods com- 
ing into this market. The market for 
high grade foreign potash has been 
simply nominal for some time, as there 
has been nothing offering; but this 
fact has not increased the demand for 
the domestic article at the price asked. 
There seems to be no reason for ex- 
pecting that there will be much Alsa- 
tian potash received here for some 
time, as the importers who have re- 
ceived the first consignment say that 
the French Government, after convert- 
ing into cash a small stock that came 
into its hands when it took over Al- 
sace, intends to reserve the supply for 
home use, and that it is probable that 
after the potash now in transit has 
been received there will be no more 
coming from France for two years. Of 
course, what domestic producers fear 
most is competition from Germany 
after the peace terms are agreed upon. 
The French potash that reached here 
this week is being offered at about 
$125 a ton, which would be very seri- 
ous competition for the domestic pot- 
ash, if there was a large amount com- 
ing in. There seems to be a rather 
better tone to the market for domestic 
potash, and there is no more offering 
at $2 a unit, according to the best 
posted men in the trade. The quoted 
price for Nebraska potash is $2.50 a 
unit, and there is not as much dispo- 
sition to shade this price as there was 
a week or so ago, 

PYRITES.—tThere is a good demand 
for the Spanish pyrites that has been 
received here in the last few weeks, 
and the market is steady. The outlook 
is for an increasing movement right 
along, and there will soon be no short- 
age. There is a fair demand for do- 
mestic concentrates. The price is nom- 
inally unchanged. 


BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, April 17, 1919. 

While fertilizer trade conditions here are on 
the whole rather quiet, the number of orders 
received of late being smaller than they have 
been, the feeling in the trade reflects confi- 
dence in the future, and the expectation is 
generally entertained that the volume of busi- 
ness done will come up to other seasons, if 
they are not surpassed. Just how the manu- 
facturers of mixtures will come out cannot yet 
be determined, for orders may be expected 
to come in during the next four weeks, and 
even thereafter additions to the movement are 
likely to be made. So far it is to be said that 
the results rather exceed the anticipations 
Because the inquiry “or mixtures was late 
getting under way not a few of the producers 
began to feel apprehensive that the movement 
as a whole would fall far below that of the 
corresponding season of last year, for instance. 
Such estimates, as has been pointed to before, 
left out of consideration various important 
facts, one of these being that the present sea- 
son got a start considerably later than in 
1918 for the decisive reason that the consid- 
erations which prompted the placing of orders 
early last year far in advance of the regular 
time had ceased to a great extent to exist, 
enabling the buyers to get back to the practice 
of former years. The war ended last fall after 
provision in the way of fertilizers for winter 
wheat and other crops had been made, this 
provision, of course, being based on the ex- 
pectation that the end of the conflict was not 
yet in sight. This situation promped a com- 
paratively big distribution of fertilizers, ana 
the signing of the armistice soon afterward, 
naturally enough, may have caused something 
of a rebour.d. But as arguing tor liberal pur- 
chases of fertilizer materials stands the salient. 
fact that this year’s crops promise to be the 
largest on record, and exceed vastly those of 
any other year. And, what is equally impor- 
tant, the prevailing prices rule high, the re- 
cessions so far having been unimportant. 
Until now the prospect of the big crops has 
not caused a sharp decline in the prices of 
farm products quoted, and the farmer there- 
fore stands in the position of being reasonably 
sure of exceptional returns. Not only will he 
have more wheat and other things to sell, but 
he will get approximately as much for them 
as he did when the war was actually in prog- 
ress, for there is every indication that Amer- 
ica’s surpius will be urgently needed to fee. 
other peoples. This prospect should, and 
doubtless will, have a very considerable ef- 
fect in swelling the tctal of the business done 
in mixtures during the present season and in 
crude materials as well, for the manufac- 
turers will have a chance to clean up their 
goois when, under less favorable circum- 
stances, they might have been compelled to 
carry over a portion of their output. There- 
fore, when all things are taken into account, 
the members of the fertilizer trade would 
seem to have ample ground for being rela- 
tively free in their orders for crude materials; 
and the dealers in mixtures, in order to be 
prepared for taking care of the wants of the 
customers, will act advisedly if they count on 
getting many calls during the remainder of 
the season This outlook should go far to 
overcome the hesitancy which might be ob- 
served in the face of the rather mixed situation 
as far as the formulation of peace terms and 
other matters related to world politics are

There were sales of fair quantities of 
the material during the week at $45 
per ton, although some factors report 
that slightly better can be done on 
large lot orders. Chips are quoted as 
steady at 4@6c. per pound, while the 
extract is rather quiet but quotably 
unchanged at 23@25c. per pound for 
the solid grade. 

GAMBIER.—There is *a strong de- 
mand for gambier in all grades in the 
market at present and supplies which 
had been considerably in excess of the 
demand were somewhat reduced by the 
activity of the market. Quotations are 
unchanged, but the tone of the market 
is much firmer than was the case at 
the time of the last report, and ad- 
vances in price would not be unexpect- 
ed. Quotations on the common grade 
are held at 12@15c. per pound, while 
the plantation is steady at 16@17c. per 
pound. Singapore cubes are not in 
large supply and sales at 17¥%c. per 
pound were reported in most directions. 

INDIGO.—There is little activity in 
the market for indigo, and buyers are 
apparently not interested in current of- 
ferings at even considerable reductions 
from the prices offered. Some reduc- 
tions were made during the past week, 
but they served to stimulate the trad- 
ing very little. Bengal was offered at 
$2.75 per pound, Kurpahs at $2@2.25, 
Oudes at $2@2.25, and Guatemala at 
$2.25@2.50 per pound. Madras could 
be had at 95c. per pound, while the 
Manila grade was quoted at $1.30@ 
140 per pound in most directions. 

LOGWOOD.—There has been no 
change in the situation of logwood 
sticks. Offerings of the material are 
heard on the spot at $36 per ton in 
some directions, while other factors in 
the market are still refusing to quote 
less than $50 per ton. Chipped log- 
wood was available at 3@5c. per pound 
during the week. Extract of logwood 
was in better supply and quotations 
were heard at 10c. per pound for the 
5l-degree liquid. There is some trad- 
ing, but the scope is not very broad. 

OSAGE ORANGE.—There is some 
little activity in the market for this 
extract and prices are reported as 
steady at the recently prevailing lev- 
els. Export business is in the market 
to some extent, and this fact aids in 
Keeping the market at the same levels 
which have obtained for some little 
time back. Prices on the solid range 
from 19¢. to 20c. per pound, while the 
fl-degree liquid is quoted at 9@9%c. 
Per pound by the leading producers. 

SAGO FLOUR.—There has been 
more activity in the market for this 
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material during the week just passed 
than has been the case for some weeks 
preceding. As a result the large sur- 
plus of supplies has been taken up by 
the consumers to some extent and 
quotations for material in second 
hands have advanced fractionally with 
the strength of the market. Quotations 
are now on the basis of 6@6%c. per 
pound, which represents an advance 
of about 4c. on the pound over the 
previous price. 

STARCH.—tThere has been a fairly 
active market for corn starch during 
the week just past. As predicted in 
the report for the previous trading pe- 
riod, there was an advance in the 
price of the starch, as the price of 
corn was stronger. Quotations of the 
leading factors in the market were on 
the basis of $4.87 per cwt. for the 
powdered variety in car-lots and $4.72 
per cwt. for the pearl in car-lots. Less 
than car lots commanded a premium up 
to 22 points per cwt. Potato starch 
was in good request and the domestic 
grade was steady at the recently pre- 
vailing price of 8@8%c. per pound. 
Japanese potato was in better supply 
in the spot market and the price de- 
clined fractionally to the level of 8@ 
9c. per pound. Wheat starch is rather 
quiet at 9@1lc. per pound, depending 
on the grade of the material. 

SUMAC.—Small supplies of Sicily 
sumac arrived during the week and 
were turned into consuming channels 
almost at once, leaving the market as 
bare of supplies as before. There is 
virtually none of this material to be 
had on spot and goods arriving are 
sold to arrive for the account of the 
consumers. As a result, prices are 
held at high levels and quotations on 
small lots ranged from $125 to $145 
per ton. Domestic sumac is out of the 
market altogether at present and no 
prospects of any receipts are in view 
during the present season. Last sale 
of this material was heard at $95 per 
ton. 

TAPIOCA FLOUR.—The market for 
this commodity continues to weaken 
and a new low level was reached dur- 
ing the week just past when sales 
were made in the open market at 6%c. 
per pound, with a range up to 10c., 
depending on the grade of the ma- 
terial. Second hands, who are for the 
most part in control of the market, 
are offering supplies freely at low 
levels and report that their stocks are 
very large. This accounts for the pres- 
sure to sell which is in evidence and 
hence for the better values which are 
being offered. 
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EXPLOSIVES REGULATION. 


In Permanent Form Will Follow 
War-Time Control of Such Sales, 
Says Van H. Manning. 


Washington, April 20, 1919. 

The possession of dangerous explosives 
by irresponsible and criminal persons will 
soon be a thing of the past, according to 
Van H. Manning, director of the Bureau 
of Mines, in reviewing the enforcement of 
the explosives regulation act during the 
war. This act, which was passed as a 
war measure, and which was meant to 
keep explosives out of the hands of dyna- 
miters, bomb throwers and alien enemies 
with evil intent, will cease operation upon 
the ratification of peace by the Senate. 
Its operation, according to Mr. Manning, 
disclosed the fact that any criminal could 
obtain any quantity of death-dealing ex- 
plosives desired for any diabolical aim, 
with very few questions asked of him as 
to his purposes. A few of the States had 
regulations attempting to cope with such 
a situation in peace times, but, as a rule, 
they were not as effective as they should 
be. Now, with the experience of the 
working of this Federal act, in which 
every person using explosives was com- 
pelled to take out a license, giving under 
affidavit the purposes for which the ex- 
plosives were desired, some of the States, 
in anticipation of the suspension of this 
act, are busily engaged in creating new 
and more effective laws governing the use 
of explosives and in strengthening the old 
laws on their statute books. 





Chemical Warfare Service to Retain 
Big Edgewood Arsenal Plant as 
Poison Gas Manufactory. 


Baltimore, April 18, 1919. 

Reports which have gained circulation 
from time to time that the Edgewood Ar- 
senal, established near Baltimore at a 
cost of many millions of dollars to manu- 
facture poison gas for warfare, would 
be virtually abandoned now that the con- 
flict is over, and that the buildings would 
be disposed of to various concerns en- 
gaged in the manufacture of chemicals 
and other things, were set at rest some 
days ago by the announcement that the 
place is to be continued as a separate 
unit by the Chemical Warfare Service of 
the army, with a force of between 400 
and 600 civilian employes under army 
direction. 

It has been planned to turn the plant 
over to the Ordnance Department, but 
this was changed last Friday, following 
a visit to the arsenal by Assistant Sec- 
retary of War Crowell, Major-General 
Sybert and other officers. After inspect- 
ing the place, the War Department au- 
thorities decided to retain it for the man- 
ufacture of gas and gas shells. It was 
also found to be adapted for the purpose 
of an army experimental station, espe- 
cially with gas shells. 

The manufacture of gas at Edgewood 
was discontinued some time ago, but is 
to be resumed as soon as definite plans 
for the maintenance of the depot has 
been made. This would seem to dispose 
of the talk about dropping poison gas as 
an agent in warfare.

The con- 
gumers are apparently of the opinion 
that much better values are not to be 
forthcoming in the near future and are 
therefore coming into the market for 
larger lots than they have ordered for 
some time back. The main reason, 
however, for the optimism of the manu- 
facturers is found in the fact that the 
government has reached some sort of 
an agreement with them for the dis- 
posal of the surplus of government 
supplies of the heavy chemicals. A 
series of conferences has been held 
and it is now announced that supplies 
in the hands of the government will be 
placed on the market through the pro- 
ducers and in such a way that the 
market will not be disturbed to any 
great extent. 

Goods in the hands of the dealers are 
apparently limited in most of the items 
on the list, and on the whole this end 
of the trading was limited during the 
week on account of the inability of the 
puyers to locate adequate supplies of 
chemicals in second hands. Buyers had 
expected to find the supplies of the 
government and of the allies in the 
hands of the dealers in spot material 
and these supplies going into pro- 
ducers’ hands has strengthened the 
tone of the market to a marked extent. 
Some of the speculative items, such as 
caustic soda and bleaching powder, 
are still in surplus on spot and prices 
are still very weak in these materials. 
Soda ash, on the other hand, is not in 
large supply and any large order would 
probably have had to seek the pro- 
ducers to be filled at the close of trad- 
ing. Prices in the hands of dealers 
have also stiffened somewhat on ac- 
count of the lack of supplies with these 


factors, and at the close little could 
be had at less than the producers’ 
prices. 

The export business in chemicals 


proceeds along the same lines which 
have characterized it for the past two 
months. Handlers of this business, 
however, report that they are receiving 
larger lot orders than heretofore, and 
good sales of caustic soda and bleach 
were reported for export account dur- 
ing the week. Labor troubles are ham- 
pering shipping to some extent and 
the threat of a harbor strike, which 
was renewed during the week, caused 
some concern, among those handling 
this end of the business. The matter 
of shipping, however, looks better from 
day to day as tonnage is released to 
the requirements of the trade which 
has been engaged in government work 
for some time back. Approximately 
1,750,000 tons of shipping are now en- 
gaged in handling food supplies of the 
government, and this is growing small- 
er from week to week as the necessity 
for it decreases. On the whole, the 
export end of the business begins to 
look promising and leading factors 
State that they believe that the present 
year will see a good volume of business 
of this class transacted.

The oxide is held 
steady at 11%@l4c. per pound, depernd- 
ing on the holder. Demand for both 
grades continues to be rather light 
and business transacted during the 
week was small in volume. 


ARSENIC.—The leading factors in 
the market for white arsenic are 
quoting on the basis of 9@10c. per 


pound for their supplies of this ma- 
terial. There is a sfeady demand for 
the material from the makers of in- 
sectcide, but the glassmaking trade is 
still rather inclined to wait before 
coming into the market for large sup- 
plies. Large lot orders are not very 
much in evidence, but withdrawals on 
contract continue. Red arsenic is 
quiet and steady at the old level of 
35@40c. per pound. 

BARIUM CHLORIDE.—There is lit- 
tle activity in the market for barium 
chloride and prices are rather weaker 
than has been the case since the first 
of the year. Sales in the spot market 
were made on the basis of $70 per ton 
during the week and supplies could 
probably have been located at $65 if a 
large order had been at stake. These 
prices are for the off-color material. 
The pure grade was similarly weak 
and quotations were heard ranging 
from $72 to $75 for this grade of the 
goods. Supplies are easy and trading 


is not taking up the material being 
offered. 
BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Lead- 


ing producers of this material have re- 
duced their prices since the last report 
and are now quoting at 2\4c. per pound 
in barrels f. 0. b. works. This amounts 
to a spot quotation of $2.35 per cwt. 
Price in kegs is %c. per pound higher. 
Reasons assigned for the decline is the 
lack of large lot demand and conse- 


quent piling up of supplies in the 
hands of the makers. 
BLEACHING POWDER.—The mar- 


ket for this material is still too weak 
for the producers to be much encour- 
aged over the course of affairs. 
There is apparently large quantity 
of the material in cond hands, and 
while some of this is reported to be 
old goods of inferior grade, there was 


some 35 per cent. test offered by deal- 


ers at low prices. The market re- 
mains at about 14%c@2ec. per pound, 
with producers refusing to quote less 


than 1%c. in most instances. There 
is little demand with the market in its 
present chaotic state. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The leading pro- 
ducers of this material report that 
they are well satisfied with the pres- 
ent course of the market and that the 
price is being well maintained at the 
recently prevailing levels. The agri-

CAUSTIC POTASH.—There is a 
fairly consistent market for this ma- 
terial at present, and the prices asked 
by the leading producers are steady 
at the same level reported at the close 
of the former period. Sales of the 
ss@92 per cent. material were made 
by producers at 50c. per pound, while 
the 70@75 per cent. grade was quoted 
at 42c. per pound. Some imported 
goods was on the market early in the 
week at lower prices but this fact 
did not affect the market for standard 
brands of American producers. 
CAUSTIC SODA.—The market for 
caustic soda is in a very weak condi- 
tion. Producers are in most instances 
refusing to quote at less than 2c. per 


pound basis of 60 per cent. makers’ 
works for the next few months’ de- 
livery. There is no tendency among 


the buyers to come to this figure or 
to contract for supplies. Goods in 
second hands were offered at 2\%c. per 
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pound ex store New York during the 
week and one fairly large quantity 
is reported as changing hands at $2.45 
per cwt. In the present state of the 
market there is little buying and un- 
til the market is cleaned of the odd 
lots at low prices there is little pros- 
pect of improvement in the situation. 

CHLORATE OF SODA.—The mar- 
ket for this material is rather quiet, 
although producers report that they 
are receiving a fair volume of busi- 
ness at their inside price of 16c. per 
pound. Some goods in second hands 
was reported during the week at 15c., 
but the quantity was not very im- 
posing. Small lots from the producers 
commanded up to 18e. per pound. 

COPPERAS.—Offerings of green vit- 
riol were heard at $1.20 per cwt. at 
works, which is a slight decline from 
the previous quotations. There is ap- 
parently little active demand for the 
material and concessions, are being of- 
fered for immediate sales by second 
hands. Goods in the hands of these 
factors in the market is for the most 
part not of standard grade, however, 
and the attractiveness of the offers is 
lessened by this fact. Export demand 
is reported as fair, and this class of 
the trade is quoted at somewhat high- 
er than spot prices. 

GI.AUBER’S SALT.—Glauber’s salt 
could be had on spot at 1\4c. per pound 
in most directions during the week. 
There has been little interest in cur- 
rent offers for some time back, and 
supplies are rather large in the 
hands of most factors in the market. 
The price has been rather weak, al- 
though no actual decline was noted 
until the present offerings were heard. 
Small lots continue to command up to 
2c. per pound in most directions. 

NICKEL SALTS.—There is a good 
demand for nickel salts in the market 
at present, and the quoted prices of the 
large producers.are unchanged from 
the levels which have prevailed for 
some time back. Sales of the single 
variety were heard at 16c. per pound 
in large lots, while small quantities 
were quoted at 17c. per pound. The 
double is steady at 14@l15c. per pound, 
according to quantity. 

SALT CAKE.—There has been no 
change in the quotations of the pro- 
ducers of this material. Offerings, how- 
ever, are heard in new directions, and 
the resulting competition to sell has 
made quotations more or less nominal. 
Sales at $18 per ton for the ground 
material were reported, but large lots 
would probably have received atten- 
tion at a slightly lower figure. Un- 
ground material was quoted at $16 per 
ton in most directions. 

SODA ASH.—The market for soda 
ash presents a slightly better appear- 
ance than was the case at the time of 








the last report. There is apparently 
little of the material in the hands of 
the dealers in spot material, and orders 
which have been seeking the low prices 
in the second hand market are now 
forced to seek the producers of the ma- 
terials. Prices in the hands of the man- 
ufacturers are held steadily at 1c. 
per pound basis of 48 per cent. works. 
Spot transactions for small lots of the 
material were put through at 1c. per 
pound at the opening of the week. At 
the close, however, no supplies could be 
located in the hands of the dealers at 
less than $1.60 per cwt., and little of 
the material was available at this 
price. The market for dense ash is 
steady at recently-prevailing prices. 

SAL SODA.—There is a good de- 
mand for sal soda coming through 
from consumers of the material, and 
the price is reported as steady at the 
same level which has prevailed for 
some weeks back. Sales at $1.60 per 
ewt. were reported in the spot mar- 
ket, while goods in transit were quoted 
at $1.50 per cwt. f. o. b. works. Ex- 
port demand is reported as fairly ac- 
tive. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—Offerings of 
the 60 per cent fused grade of this ma- 
terial were heard in the spot market at 
3%c. per pound during the week. There 
has been little interest in current of- 


fers for some little time back, and 
producers are beginning to offer at 
slightly lower prices than have pre- 


vailed, in the hope that the trading 
will be stimulated and the surplus 
taken up. The 30 per cent. crystals 


were held at 2@2'c. 
most directions. 

TIN BICHLORIDE.—A slight re- 
duction in the price of the holders of 
this material was noted during the 
week. Sales were put through at 
22%c. per pound in the spot market, 
as against 25'%4c. per pound, which has 
been the prevailing price for some lit- 
tle time back. The lack of demand for 
the material was the cause of the re- 
duction. 

TIN OXIDE.—Sales of tin oxide 
were reported in the market at 63c. per 
pound during the trading period. 
There was considerable business trans- 
acted at this new figure and the mar- 
ket is apparently in a healthier state 
than has been the case for some little 
time back. Producers report that they 
are receiving inquiries in better vol- 
ume and that sales are for larger quan- 
tities than has been the case for the 
past two or three months. 

ZINC SULPHATE.—Zinec sulphate 
is in a steady pesition since the recent 
decline in the quotations of the lead- 
ing factors in the market. Prices are 
well maintained and the demand is in 
a fairly active condition. Quotations

ACIDS. 


There is little to report in the mar- 
ket for the heavy acids and the gen- 
eral tone of the market is little im- 
proved since the last report. Pro- 
ducers are somewhat encvuraged over 
the agreement reached with the gov- 
ernment calling for the disposal of the 
surplus acid stocks through the hands 
of the manufacturers at current mar- 
ket prices. It is understood that this 
plan calls for the marketing of the 
large government supplies of sulphuric 
and nitric acids by the producers 
themselves at current market prices 
and that a time limit of one year for 
the final sale of all this material has 
been set. Details are to be worked out 
at future conferences with the gov- 
ernment representatives. Manufac- 
turers feel that this step was the only 
salvation for their businesses, for had 
the surplus supplies reached the mar- 
ket at low price through the second 
hand factors in the market, the entire 
situation would have been demoralized 
for some months to come, and it is 
doubtful if all of the acid producers 
could have stood the strain of this lack 
of business for the length of time it 
would have taken to dispose of the 
surplus. As it is, there will doubtless 
be some inducements offered on this 
material, but it will not be indiscrim- 
inately dumped on the market, with 
the consequent demoralization of the 
prices of the acids. 

Production of heavy acids has been 
curtailed sharply by most of the pro- 
ducers, some fo them reporting that 
they are operating at only 40 per cent, 
of their total capacity. Other factors 
who had engaged in the production of 
acids as a war time measure have an- 
nounced that they would as rapidly as 
possible utilize the plants for other 
processes. On the whole, it looks as 
if the production of heavy acids in the 
country would revert before long to 
the hands of those engaged in the busi- 
ness before the war and that the firms 
which began it as a war measure would 
a minor factors in the market at the 
yest. 

Export demand for acids has not 
been very large during the past week. 
In fact, it has followed the same course 
which has characterized it since the 
first of the year. At that time expec-

mark of former years. Inquiries are 
not coming through to any great ex- 
tent, and those which are received 
from time to time are for small lots 
only. 

Price changes are small in number 
and in extent. Oxalic acid is weaker, 
with large supplies in the market. 
Citric is also reduced by the producers. 
There are offerings of 66-degree sul- 
phuric in the market at $16 per ton 
in some directions, although up to $20 
per ton is asked by other factors in 
the market. Little trading is in evi- 
dence, and the tone of the entire mar- 
ket is one of decided weakness. De- 
tailed reports on the important items 
of the list follow:— 

ACETIC.—There has been no change 
in the position of acetic acid during 
the past week, and sales are coming 
through in about the same volume 
which has been in evidence since the 
reductions recently noted. Producers 
report that they are in possession of 
a considerable surplus of the material 
and that they are disposing of this to 
the consumers of the goods very slow- 
ly. The demand is not very active and 
is confined to small parcels for the 
most part. Quotations are heard at $3 
@3.50 per cwt. for the 28 per cent. 
commercial and range up to $13.50@ 
14.25 per cwt. for the glacial 99 per 
cent. grade. 

CARBOLIC.—There is little interest 
among the consumers of this material 
in the offerings being made, and the 
trading is confined fo rthe most part 
to the speculative operations of deal- 
ers. Quotations of the producers of the 
material are unchanged, but for the 
surplus available in the spot market, 
absurd prices are heard in some direc- 
tions. An actual consumer in the mar- 
ket could probably have’ secured 
supplies at from 7c. to 10c. per pound, 
depending on the quantity desired. 

CITRIC.—Offerings of citric acid 
were made from English interests to 
factors on this side at 98c. per pound 
c. i. f. during the week. This quotation 
amounts to a price of $1.03 per pound, 
duty paid. The spot market in the 
hands of dealers in the material is 
rather weak, and it was reported, al- 
though unconfirmed, that goods could 
be had from second hands at $1.14. 
Sales were made at $1.16 per pound, 
and dealers’ prices ranged according to 
quantity and holder up to $1.19. The 
producers of the material state that 
their present price of $1.19 per pound 
is being well maintained. Manufac- 
turers of soft drinks were in the mar- 
ket for good quantities during the 
week. 

MURIATIC.—There is no change in 
the situation as regards muriatic acid. 
Producers report that there is little 
demand in the market and that they 
are doing little excepting a routine 
small lot business.’ Prices are, how- 
ever, held steady in most directions, in 
spite of the absence of demand, and 
quotations of the 22-degree material 
are still at $1.90@2.20 per cwt., with 
other grades in proportion. 

NITRIC.—There is little interest in 
the current quotations of the producers 
in this material. Demand is at a vir- 
tual standstill and, although produc- 
tion has been cut as much as 60 per 
cent. in some directions, the surplus 
available is still increasing. Producers 
are encouraged over the fact that they 
will have control of the disposal of 
government supplies of the acid, and 
state that this will be done in a way 
least harmful to the market. Prices 
are held steady at 8@8%¥%c. per pound 
for the 42-degree material, with other 
grades proportionally higher and lower. 


OXALIC.—There is a fair demand for 
this acid and sales of good quantities 
of both the domestic and Norwegian 
grades were reported by leading fac- 
tors during the week. In spite of this, 
however, there has been a decline in 
the prices asked for both grades. Sup- 
plies are in an easy position and goods 
arriving are somewhat in excess of the 
demand as it is at present. Norwegian 
oxalic is offered in some directions at 
30c. per pound, while other interests 
refuse to quote at less than 32c. per 
pound. Domestic is even lower, and 
one large sale at 26c. per pound was 
reported during the week. 

SULPHURIC.—There is little inter- 
est in the offerings of the producers of 
sulphuric acid. Such buying as is go- 
ing on is done for the most part 
through dealers, who apparently are in 
possession of a considerable amount of 
the material. The price of the 66-de- 
gree material continues to weaken, and 
sales by producers were reported at $16 
per ton in some directions. Others re- 
fuse to shade $20 per ton in their oper- 
ations. Oleum in tank cars was offered 
at $20 per ton in the spot market dur- 
ing the week, but there is little interest 
among buyers of the material.

Study made by A. E. Wells, of the 
Bureau of Mines, collaborating with the 
Acid Committee of the Chemical Alliance 
and the sulphuric acid production in this 
country for the first three months of the 
year, are much more optimistic than the 
industry had expected. 

This investigation of the industry for 
the first quarter of the year discloses that 
the average production for plants east of 
the Mississippi River was 330,000 tons 
per month, or about 60 per cent. of the 
rated capacity of these plants. The pro- 
duction in the South, south of Virginia 
and Kentucky, showed that these plants 
were running nearly at capacity, averag- 
ing better than 90 per cent. of their 
rated capacity. In the North the record 
was less than 50 per cent. of the capacity. 
Even at that rate of production § the 
stocks were accumulating 


The rate of production in the 
was 120,000 tons per month, and 
North 310,000 tons of 50-degrees 
acid. The production west of the Mis- 
sissippi River is about 30,000 tons per 
month. This gives a total production for 
the country of 360,000 tons per month. 

Basing conclusions on the results of 
this investigation it appears that the

Thus the data compiled by the Bureau 
of Mines during the third quarter of 
1918 shows the general commercial busi- 
ness of the North during that period re- 
quired 260,000 tons of acid. This is 
nearly 25 per cent. more than the rate or 
production during the first quarter of 
1919. This indicates that the general 
commercial business has been reduced 25 
per cent. from the requirements during 
the preceding quarter. 

Negotiations for the Chemical Alliance 
to work off gradually through normal

Toilet Articles Taxed—Revenue Levy 
Effective May | Also Assesses 


Consumers of Proprietary 


Medicines. 


Washington, April 18, 1919. 
Copies of Treasury Department regu- 
lations are being sent to collectors of in- 
ternal revenue for distribution among re- 
tail drug stores, showing the articles that 
are to be taxed on and after May 1. 


A Federal tax of one cent for each 25 
cents or fraction thereof will be levied 
upon the amount paid for the following 
articles:—Perfumes, essences, extracts, 
toilet waters, cosmetics, petroleum jellies, 
hair oils, pomades, hair restoratives, hair 
dyes, tooth pastes, tooth and mouth 
washes, aromatic cachous, toilet powders 
other than soap powders, “and other simi- 
lar substances and preparations.” 

A like tax is imposed on proprietary 
medicines “as to which the manufacturer 
or producer claims to have any private 
formula, secret or occult art for making 
or preparing the same,” 

The retailer is responsible for the col- 
lection of the tax, which will be collected 
by means of stamps. These stamps are in 
denominations of 1 cent, 2 cents, 3 cents, 
4 cents, 5 cents, 8 cents, 10 cents, 20 cents 
and 40 cents. While the law_ provides 
that the stamp shall be fixed by the 
vender, no objection will be made to affix- 
ing the stamps at established retail prices 
by the manufacturer or importer as agent 
of the retailer where practicable. 

Vaccines and bacterines which are not 
advertised are exempt, and also sales of 
medicines not advertised by a physician 
in attendance upon a patient.

The movement from the Ar- 
gentine to Great Britain thus far this 
year has been light, and the total for 
the season is only 630,000 bushels. This 
has been the first week since the settle- 
ment of the labor troubles permitted 
the movement of ships from Buenos Aires 
that there has been no exports of flaxseed 
to the United States. The visible supply, 
which two weeks ago was 2,000,000, is 
down to 1,200,000 bushels.
